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RESIGNATION 
OF MR, ADAMS, 


THe Hon, Charles 
Francis Adams, Mi- 
nister of the United 
States at the Court of 
St, James's, is about 
to leave us, We are 
not aware that his re- 
tirement from the 
post he has held since 
May, 1861, is signi- 
ficant of any change, 
actual or prospective, 
in the political rela- 
tions of the two 
countries, We believe 
it has been brought 
about by personal 
considerations, The 
hon, gentleman, it is 
stated, will take his 
departure about the 
beginning of April ; so 
that the time during 
which he has repre- 
sented the Washing- 
ton Government in 
London will have 
been within a few 
weeks of seven years, 
He will carry back 
with him to his own 
people the profoundest 
respect, the high ad- 
miration, and the 
cordial good wishes of 
Englishmen of every 
shade of political 
sentiment, 

We question whe- 
ther any diplomatic 
representative of 
modern days ever 
passed through a 
critical and trying 
period of equal dura- 
tion with more honour 
to himself, with more 
steadfast loyalty to 
his country, or with 
greater advantage to 
the Power to which 
he was accredited, 
His self-restraint; his 
firmness, his courtesy, 
his dignity, would 
have won for him a 
title to admiring 
regard in any State 
of Eurepe at any poli- 
tical era, It has been 
the good fortune of 
Mr, Adams to have 
exercised the grandest 
qualities of true 
statesmanship just 
where and when they 
were of priceless 
value, and to have 
exercised them with 
complete success, He 
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has adies the rela- 
tions between America 
and England through 
a long series of irri- 
tating conjunctures, 
in the presence of 
which the least aberra- 
tion of judgment, the 
slightest indulgence 
yielded to the natural 
impulse of the mo- 
ment—a hasty word, 
an angry retort, a bit- 
terdespatch, a sinister 
suggestion — might 
have been as a spark 
to gunpowder and 
have resulted in an 
explosion as disas- 
trous as any which 
has at any time con- 
vulsed the world, We 
may almost say that 
the question of peace 
or war between this 
country and America 
has more than once 
been in Mr, Adams's 
hands, and that if he 
had not governed his 
course by considera- 
tions which set the 
interests of humanity 
above all local pas- 
sions and, still more, 
above all personal 
feeling, we might 
have been drawn be- 
fore now, sorely 
against the will of 
both nations, into a 
conflict in which both 
must have suffered ir- 
reparable loss, That 
he vacates his post 
leaving to his suc- 
cessor no insuperable 
difficulty—none, we 
may add, the peace. 
ful solution of which 
has not been facili- 
tated by his own di- 
plomatic skill, inte- 
grity, and courtesy— 
bears sufficiently con- 
vincing testimony 
both tothe intellectual 
and moral qualities 
with which he has 
discharged the re- 
sponsibilities of his 
mission, 

It is due to the 
American Minister to 
recall the exciting 
crises through which 
he has watched over 
and preserved pacific 
relations between the 
two great branches 
of the Anglo-Saxon 
family. Helandedin 
England just in time 
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to hear that by the Queen’s proclamation of neutrality 
belligerent rights had been accorded to the confederacy of 
seceding States. The measure was unavoidable; but 
the postponement of it for a day or two, considering 
that Mr, Adams's arrival was hourly expected, in 
order that what must of necessity be done might be done 
with his eanction, would at any rate have obviated that sore- 
nese of feeling which the apparent precipitancy of the act 
rather than the act itself, excited in the minds of the American 
people, Then speedily followed the affair of the Trent, the 
demand, courteously but firmly urged, for the restoration of 
the Confederate captives, the somewhat menacing dispatch of 
troops to Canada, and the rapidly increasing irritability of 
both nations until the two envoys were given up, Afterwards 
came the escape of the Alabama from a British port under cir- 
cumstances which reflected doubt upon the friendly vigilance 
of her Majesty’s Government in giving effect to the municipal 
laws of the United Kingdom. The two Birkenhead rams 
added for a while to the exasperation of passion on the other 
side of the Atlantic. When, at length, the war was brought 
to a triumphant issue, the Fenian raid into Canada once more 
endangered our relations, and the correspondence on the sub- 
ject of the Alabama claims has necessarily tended to prevent 
the complete healing of old wounds, 

Past all these places of peril Mr, Adams contrived to thread 
his way in safety, exposed as his diplomacy was to powerful 
and conflicting currents at nearly every stage of his progress. 
Through evil and good report ; through long spells of national 
depression scarcely illumined by a gleam of hope; through a 
late but rapid series of victories, when the joy of his fellow- 
countrymen swelled into elation ; in the worst days as in the 
best, in the best days as in the worst, the American Minister 
maintained the same calm, self-possessed, considerate, dig- 
nified, bearing. Deeply as he must have felt the early dis- 
play of sympathy by the upper classes in England with the 
foes of the Union, he would not suffer his mortification to 
betray him into acts of impatient resentment; nor would 
be sllow himself to be driven out of his settled course 
by any gusts of popular passion, which occasionally 
reached him from the other side of the Atlantic, 
His duty required that he should interpret truly the mind of 
the American people to England, and that he should report 
accurately the mind of the English people to America, It 
would have been easy for him to tincture his communica- 
tions to both with a colouring derived from patriotic or 
yersonal feeling—so easy that the wonder is how he kept 
himeelf under the restraint imposed upon him by his con- 
sciousness of responsibility ; but throughout he took counsel 
only of his judgment, and if sometimes he was compelled to 
go through tasks which were unwelcome to him, his manner 
compensated, as much as possible, for what was disagreeable 
in his matter. Good sense and good taste characterised his 
cflicial conduct ; and eminent ability, tact, and discretion were, 
in his case, associated with pure and lofty motives, 

We hope Mr, Adams will not be allowed to quit the country 
withcnut receiving some mark of the respect which he has won 
smong us—a ferewell banquet, for instance, at which repre- 
sentative men of all political parties might unite to do him 
horovr, There can be no question that, while he has up- 
held with courageous persistency the rights and status of his 
own nstion, forwarded her interests, and preserved her 
Reputation untarnished, he has also rendered essential 
service to this country; for what service can be greater 
than thet of maintaining unimpaired through s0 long 
and critical a period the international relations of the 
two Powers? We would not cast the faintest shadow 
of depreciation upon our own statesmen, nor withhold 
from them the praise which is due to the share they have 
taken in preventing collision between the Governments of 
Lendcn and Washirgton. But they are at home—Mr, Adams 
isa guest, They will remain with us—Mr, Adams is on the 
point of leaving us, and, peradventure, he will see our face no 
more, It will not surely be inappropriate, in consideration of 
the special natuie of the case, that we should throw into our 
farewell a warmth which shall express in other than a formal 
diplomatic manner the sense we entertain of his conduct 
while with us and the regret we feel at parting with 
him. The city of London might do a graceful act 
in paying the hon, gentleman this compliment. Its 
merchant princes are well able to eatimate the importance 
of cordial amity between England and America, and would, 
we should imagire, gladly recognise the worth of that man 
to whore discharge of his diplomatic functions both peoples 
are so largely indebted for the preservation of peace. A 
festive solemnity in the Guildhall would have a sicaificance 
beyond the immediate occasion of it, Public hospitality and 
honour offered to the American Minister would be a courtesy 
cone to the American nation, But whatever may come of this 
suggestion, we are confident that Mr. Adams will always 
command the grateful recollection of the Government and 
people of the United Kingdom,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Pants, Thursday, Feb. 13, 

THE eee of M. Granier de Cassagnac’s seven wise men on the 
new bill on the press has passed by like a fleeting clond; and the 
Emperor has shown, through the voices of his responsible advisers, 
that it is his determination that the measure when it leaves the 
Chamber shall not be a whit Jess liberal than when it entered it. M. 
Reuher (Minister of State), M. Baroche (Minister of Justice), and 
M. Pinard (Minister of the Interior) have come forward to justify 
the expediency of the Press Bill, as well as to defend those pro- 
visions of it to which the extreme Liberal party objects. The dis- 
cussion has been unusually lively, and, as a matter of course, has 
descended into personalities; for, comparatively feeble as is the 
influence in the Ghonkes of the writers of the independent journals, 
the traditions of the French press are still all-powerful in certain 
sections of the Corps Législatif. Great efforts have been made to do 
away with the deposit of the caution-money, to secure trial 
by jury for press offences, and to limit the period to three 
months within which legal proceedings can be taken. But these 
have proved ineffectual, the real grace accorded to the journalist in 
France lies in the fact that he will be mulcted in his pocket instead 
of his person, The fine is limited to 10,000f, for non-political 
journals, which do not deposit caution-money, and for those which 
do, one half of the caution-money deposited, which is 50,000f. As 
the bill now stands, not only can the writer be fined one half of this 
amount, or 25,000f., but the chief editor and the printer can be 
fined equal amounts; consequently, for a single offence, a fine of 
75,000f., or £3000, may be inflicted. 

The Corps Législatif had under consideration on Friday and 
Saturday the tenth article of the bill, which provides that offences 
against the press shall be tried by the tribunals of Correctional 
Police. M. Jules Favre proposed an amendment—that such offences 
should be tried by the Goat of Assize, or, in other words, tried b 
ajury. This gave rise to a spirited debate, in which M. Picard, M. 
Thiers, M. Nugent St, Laurent, and M, Jules Favre took part. The 
amendment was ultimately rejected by 199 against 35, 

In Monday’s sitting the debate was resumed. M. Jules Simon 
moved and explained his amendment, which proposed that the lapse 
of time during which a journal could be prosecuted after the com- 
mittal of an offence should be three months, instead of three years, 
M. Jolibois, the Government Commissioner, opposed the amendment, 
which was rejected by 190 against 45 votes, M. Schneider, the 
President of the Chamber, replying to M. Thiers, stated that the 
question of the rotation in whith judges would sit at press trials was 
reserved, and would form the subject of an additional article. 
Art. 10 was adopted, and Art. 11 then came under discussion. 

The Chamber resolved, on Tuesday, by a majority of 170 to 59, to 
abolish imprisonment in the case of offences by the newspapers 
against private character. The Government bill proposes to do away 
with imprisonment, and amendments in favour of retaining it were 
moved by MM. Guéroult and Beauverger. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) Article 13 was adopted by 205 against 33 
votes. 

In lart Saturday’s sitting of the Legislative Body the bill fixing 
the military contingent for the year 1868 at 100,000 men was 
presented. 

The departmental journals publish a circular of the Minister of 
War, dated Feb. 4, enjoining the prefects of the different depart- 
ments to order immediately a census to be made of the men called 
to compese the National Garde Mobile. The result of the census 
will be published between Feb. 16 and 23, The circular points out 
that the object of this measure is simply to inscribe the names of the 
men on the lists without there being any necessity for calling the 
men togetber at present. 

The Emperor and Empress have paid a lengthened visit to some 
of the new galleries in the Louvre, and the Emperor, a few days 
back, visited the forty-two houses in the Avenne d’Aumesnel, built 
there at his private cost, and according to his own plans, for the 
accommodation of working men. The whole are inhabited, and 
present a cheerful and healthy appearance. He afterwards weat to 
the old park of Bercy,-where a society has built a number of working 
men’s houses, after the Emperor's model. 

A romonur is circulating about Paris to the effect that the Exhi- 
bition building in the Champ de Mars has been sold by private 
agreement to a company of foreign contractors for the sum of 
1 160,000 franes. It is quite certain that the demolition of the build- 
ing has commenced; but it seems incredible that it should have 
been dispesed of for so small an amount. The demolition of the 
principal buildings in the Exhibition park progresses at less than 
a snail's pace. The Temple of Edfou, with its avenue of granite 
sphinxee, is still intact: eo is the caravansary and the Viceroy’s 
palace, The flimsy Chinese pavilions have survived the storms 
that have latterly raged on the banks of the Seine. The Tarkish 
morque, including its fountains and its minaret—lath and plaster 
constructions though they be—look as fresh as they did the first 
day they were ex d to view. The Tunisian palace still retains 
its marvellous colour and gilding, and it seems as though some 
superior influence has delayed the issuing of the fiat for the 
destruction of these interesting examples of Oriental art. 

The Emperor has sent Queen Augusta of Prussia a pair of Sévres 
vases, for which her Majesty had expressed great admiration at the 
Exhibition. 

Count Walewski has been elected to the chair at the Académie des 
Beaux Arte, vacant by the death of M. Kastner, 

The large printing establishment of the Abbé Migne was destroyed 
by fire on Wednesday. 

The 500th representation of “Guillaume Tell” took place, on 
Monday night, at the Grand Opéra. The performers afterwards 
went, at midnight, and gave a serenade to Rossini, at the maestro’s 
residence, Rue de la Chaursée-d’Antin. The first performance of 
this great work took place at Parise, on Aug. 12, 1529, 

ITALY. 

The King arrived at Florence from Turin on Saturday last . 

It is stated in a Florence newspaper that the King signed a 
decree, on the 9th inst., authorising the retirement of the Marquis 
d’Azeglio from his post as Minister at the Court of St. James's. 

At the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies yesterday week the 
report of the committee upon the budget for foreign affairs was 
brought in, It recommends the greatest possible reduction in the 
diplomatic representations of Italy abroad, The Chamber concluded 
the discussion of the estimates of the Ministry of Public Instruction. 
The estimates of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs were also dis- 
cussed and approved, 

On Saturday Signor Damico moved an order of the day, which 
was accepted by the Ministry and approved by the Cnamber, 
engaging the Government to present within one year an organised 
scheme for the reorganisation of the army. 

The debate upon the estimates of the Ministry of Marine was con- 
cluded on Tuesday, and the House commenced the discussion of the 
estimates of the Ministry of War, 

The report of the Committee on the budget of Count Cambray- 
Digny propores an increage of the amount demanded by the Minister 
from 649 million lire to 736 million lire. This difference arises 
principally from the expenses attending the conversion of the eccle- 
siastical property. The value of the remaining ecclesiastical pro- 
perty is estimated at 127 million lire, 


AUSTRIA, 

During a financial debate at Vienna, on Thursday week, Baron 
Beust eaid that, although the Austrian Cabinet had quietly accepted 
many circumstances deviating from the stipulations of the Treaty 
of Prague, it must not be thought that Austria was indifferent asto 
the final organisation of Germany. But the supposition must not 
be excluded that such an organisation might be effected in con- 
sequence of a friendly understanding between Austria and Prussia ; 
and for the present it was necessary to maintain Austrian envoys at 
the courts of the smaller German States, 

The Austrian Reichsrath reassembled on Monday, and Dr.

the whole process of extracting gold from the matrix, These duties 
were varied with pleasing occasions of dining, dancing, and other 
enjoyments, such as the necessarily rapid movements of the Prince 
enabled the people to provide. 

A melancholy accident is recorded to have marred the rejoicings 
at Sandhurst on the occasion of the Duke of Edinburgh’s visitjto 
the diggings in that locality. Amongst other modes of compli- 
menting his Royal Highness the people had, on the night of the 
illumination, provided a model of the Galatea, manned by little 
boys, which was wheeled through the streets at night. Its decks 
were partly occupied by fireworks, Amongst these a careless or 
mischievous bystander tossed a cracker ; and accordingly the mo /el 
blew up, burning the little crew so severely that three of them died 
shortly afterwards, 

The Prince's stay in Victoria was to be protracted till Jan. 4, 
when the Galatea was to proceed to Hobart Town, Tasmania, and 
thence to Sydney and New Zealand, 

On the motion of the Premier, another sum of £5000 has been 
voted by the New South Wales Parliament to make provision for 
the reception of his Royal Highness, who was to visit the colony 
about Jan, 21, by which time it was expected that the new governor 
would have arrived, A reception commission had been appointed, 
and in all parts of Sydney there were evidences that the people 
intended to welcome with much enthusiasm their illustrious visitor. 

His Royal Highness has written from Melbourne to his Excellency 
the Governor, requesting him to express to the Reception Committee 
his satisfaction at the manner in which he was received in South 
Avstralia, The cost of entertaining his Royal Highness will be 
under £15,000, It is proposed to erect a tower on the summit of 
Mount Lofty to commemorate the visit of Prince Alfred to the 
colony. An influential committee have been appointed, and the 
Government have granted a site. A scheme has also been started 
to erect a sailors’ home at Port Adelaide to commemorate the same 
event,

processions, Lennon was found guilty on the first charge; but 
the jury, on Thursday, returned a verdict of “Not guilty” on the 
charge of murder, 

Several important arrests of Fenian leaders have been made in 
Cork, Amongst them is that of a Captain Mackay, said to be late 
of the American army, and concerned in, if not the moving spirit of, 
all the recent outrages in Cork. He has been identified also as the 
Jeader in several attacks upon sundry police stations in March last, 
He made a desperate resistance, wounding a policeman with a shot 
from hia revolver. A mob attempted to rescue the prisoner, and 
were beaten off by a charge of bayonets, Five other leading Fenians, 
armed with revolvers, have also napprehended, Two men were 
arrested on Sunday night, charged with firing upon a detective 
named Courtenay, fortunately without wounding him. Another 
collision of the police with an excited crowd, which attempted to 
reecue the prisoners, is reported, and wounds, it is said, were in- 
flicted on both sides, The prisoners, whose names are (’Brien and 
Eddy, sre recent arrivals at Cork, the former from America and the 
latter from England.

£262,041 by the expenditure of £28,692, The funds of the asso- 
ciation being exhausted, the meeting was held to enable the com-

THE LANDSLIP AT NAPLES, 


Ovn correspondent at Naples sends some illustrations, one of which 
is engraved, of the recent disaster in that city, which took place 
abort seven o’clock in the evening of the 28th ult., and is described 
in the following extract from his letter :— 

“The photographs which I send were executed, by M, Bermond, 
on the morning after the terrible disaster which they illustrate, 
Pizzofalcone, the lofty cliff which lies at the back of Chiatamone and 
Santa Lucia, opposite the Castello dell’ Uovo, rises to a height of 
270 ft., whilst barracks upon it rise yet 80ft. higher. This enormous 
mass of earth and building hangs over the street below; and many 
of the houses in the street are built against it, Being formed of 
sandy tufa, it is very friable when exposed to air, and is faced all 
over with strong stonework, But fissures have long been perceptible, 
and, though representations of the danger have been made to the 
om rgd authorities, no attention has been paidtothem. On Tuesda 
night a vast portion of the mountain was detached from it, an 
together with the heavy mason-work, fell on tke houses lying 
beneath, destroying a lodging-house, a café, one or two coral-shops, 
a print-shop, and a wine-cellar, besides several small trattorie, or 
eating-houses, From the lodging-house the inmates fortunately 
escaped, except an American who lodged there, and who was severel 
hurt, and is now in the hospital of the Pellegrini, From the café, 
too, those who were there managed to get out, though bleeding and 
wounded, It is not yet known how many persons lie beneath 
the ruined houses at the corner, or who are buried in the 
rubbish which now obstructs the road, This cannot safely be 
removed at present,so much is this quarter menaced by the ruined 
walls and fragments of tufa which project from the mountain and may 
fall at any moment. Signor Zampari, an engineer in the Royal 
Corps of Miners, is trying to bore a tunnel from Santa Lucia to the 
cellars of the wine-shop round the corner. It is a work of great 
danger. The wine-shop was usually much frequented by soldiers 
and sailors at the hour when the disaster occurred, and it is believed 
that many were there on that night. As soon as this operation is 
concluded, it is paper to employ artillery to bring down the other 
loosened parts of the cliff which threaten much danger. One of the 
photographs represents the entire elevation of the mountain, with 
the debris which now obstructs the road and cuts off all communica- 
tion between the eastern and western portions of the city. In all 
probability both rain and volcanic action are the causes of the 
calamity. For nearly three months Naples has been rocking with 
earthquakes ; most of us had been unconscious of them, but the 
seismometer has not the less regularly marked them. In addition to 
this the rainfall has been unprecedented, and it is very likely that, as 
the faciug walls had no holes to carry off the superabundant water, 
the soil which absorbed it became so heavy that its pressure was too 
great for the already fiesured walls,” 

In a second letter, a few days later, the same correspondent says :— 
‘Much of the débris at the turn of Santa Lucia has been removed, 

too much for the perfect safety of the tunnel in construction, as it 





served to shore up the material above, The tunnel has been 
cerried sp far ae the wine-shop, but, unfortunately, against the 
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walls of the house instead 
of the door, an error occa- 


somewhat more successful re- 
sults, The entrance is near 
the border of the sea, and 
passes first through a maga- 
zine which lies under the 
street ; the passage has been 
cut through the tufa as far as 
a well which is under the 
house of the wine merchant ; 
above it is a tenement divided 
into four compartments, in 
one of which, which was per- 
fect, was found a cat, alive, as 
also some glasses and bottles 
unbroken. The roofs of two 
of the other compartments 
had been broken in by the 
ressure of the soil above, and 
if any persons were there they 
must have all perished. The 
shop only remains, the state 
of which is unknown as yet, 
but there is little expectation 
of saving anyone. As no one 
has been found in the com- 
partment behind, the proba- 
bility is that the unfortunate 
persons in the shop rushed to 
the door, outside of which 
they must inevitably have 
met their fate. There are at 
least twenty persons missing, 
among whom are reven 
soldiers, two sergeants, the 
family of the wineseller, and 
some other persons. As to

THE WARBIORS' GATE, 
ANTWERP. 
A DESCRIPTION of the city 
walls and fortifications of 
Antwerp, accompanied by a 
Map and by Illustrations of 
two of the city gates, the 
Porte de Turnhout and the 
Porte de Malines, appeared 
in the number of this Journal 
for Jan. 20, 1866. The newly- 
erected gates differ consider- 
ably from each other, some 
being of the Renaissance and 
others of the feudal castel- 
lated style. In the park of 
the late Paris Universal Exhi- 
bition, in the Champ de Mars, 
was a model of the Warriors’ 
Gate, so called from two 
statues of ancient Ganlish 
warriors, seated in a half- 
recumbent posture, one on 
each side of the gate, one 
holding a dart in his hand, 
the other an axe, with a 
quiver hung at his back. An 
Illustration of the Warriors’ 
Gate was given, together 
with other subjects belonging 
to the Paris Exhibition on 
Oct. 19 last; and we now 
present an Engraving of one 
of the statues, which are of 
colossal size, and were cast in 
zinc and subsequently bronzed. 
The sculptor of these fine 
figures is M. Felix Bouré, 
a native of Brussels, and 
brother to the late Paul 
Bouré, whose untimely death, 
at twenty-five years of age, 
deprived Belgium of a genius 
already renowned in the art 
of sculpture.

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THE NEW DRY DOOK 
AT RIO DE JANEIRO. 


A work of great utility s 
the construction of the com- 
mercial dry dock in Mocangué, 
one of the islands in'the har- 
bour of Rio de Janeiro. The 
opening ceremony, which took 
place on Nov. 25, was honoured 
with the presence of the 
Emperor and Empress of 
Brazil, the Imperial Princesses 
and Count d’Eu, the several 
Ministers of State, Admiral 
Viscount Tamandaré (the 
Port Captain), and a lar 
company of the leadin e 
of Hio. This dry doc Mie the 
only one on the whole South 
Atlantic coast available for 
merchant and foreign ship- 
ping, and is now all the more 
important since the unfor- 
tunate accident to the float- 
ing dock at St. Thomas, 
in the West Indies. It is the 
work of an English firm 
Messrs, Hett, Wilson, and Co., 
the proprietors of the island 
of Mocangué, which is a 
coaling station for local and 
Transatlantic steamers, The 
dock is excavated out of the 
solid granite rock, Its L'- 
mensions at present areadout 
800 ft. long by 60 ft. wide; 
but it is to be extended to 
400 ft., a length which wil'ba 
sufficient to accommodate 
steamers and ships of large 
capacity. The entrance is 
45 ft. in width; the breadth 
of the dock 60 ft, at top and 
85 ft. at the bottom; and 
from the floor to the coping 
the height is 23 ft., that over 
the keel blocks being 18ft, The 
engine is of 30-horse power 
and drives one of Appold’s 
centrifugal pumps. it was 
made by Messrs, Yarrow and 
Hedley, of London. The dock 
was constructed from the 
lans and under the super- 
intendence of Mr, R, G, 
Cunningham, C.E. 

On Nov, 25, the Imperial 
family arrived on the spot at 
ten o'clock, and immediately 
went down into the dock, ex- 
amining the work with great 
interest, After the ceremony 
of blessing the dock, per- 
formed by the Vicar Capitu- 
lar, and giving it the name 
of “ Commercial Dock” 
their Majesties withdrew, and 
the water was let in when the 
Brazilian transport - steamer 
Jaquaribe floated in and was 
secured. During the process 
of emptying the water out of 
the dock, effected by powerful 
steam pumps, the Imperia. 
family and suite, with a large 
select company, partook of a

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EDUCATION is now made so delightful—at least for those who 
can get any of it—that schoolboys have ceased to “ count the 
weeks to the holidays,” and Cowper's touching picture has 
lost its force :— 

The indented stick, that loses, day by day, 

Notch after notch, till all are smoothed away, 


Bears witness, long ere his dismission come, 
With what intense desire he wants his home. 


But it may be that among those who are being educated by 
that very accomplished and successful preceptor, Mr, Disraeli, 
and their antagonists, some such notation may still be in use, 
and that senators who have just met for what ought to be 
hard work have already computed that there are just seven 
weeks to the Easter vacation, We desire, without disrespect, 
to mention that the public has note of the same fact, and that 
it is expected that business will be grappled with in earnest, 

Parliament meets a few days later than usual, but this 
is more than compensated for by the circumstances—first, 
that there is no Royal Speech on which a miscellaneous debate 
has to be raised ; and, secondly, that the great subject of the 
Abyssinian expedition has been cleared away. To what was 
known as to that expedition when the House rose there is n> 
addition that can justify more than a question or two, and we 
trust that the Commons will be intolerant in any attempt to 
revive debate on a subject which is for the time exhausted, 
We may, perhaps, be allowed to say without vanity that 
the kind of Abyssinian information which will be found most 
useful until Sir Robert Napier shall have ‘met his enemy 
will be found in certain Engravings which depict the true 
character of the difficulties which the English army has had to 
deal with, Mr, Rassam’s reputation in regard to the money 
received from King Theodorus has been completely cleared 
from every charge, and we do not think that the nation will 
be much pleased to find its representatives again ringing the 
changes on the unanswered letter, the Egyptian intrigue, and 
the conduct of Consul Cameron. Earl Russell, for onve un- 
happily departing from his character of the complete letter- 
writer, got us into the war by a non-masterly inaction, and 
Lord Stanley and the soldiers must get us out of it as best 
they may. We trust that Abyssinia will be shelved, like the 
King’s letter, until there is a question with which the House 
can deal advantageously, 

There is plenty of hard work to be done. The Scotch and 
Irish Reform Bills, the Irish Church, Education, Bribery, 
Bankruptcy, Municipal Government, and the Estimates—all 
these are pressing subjects, and, with one exception, they 
ought all to be dealt with in the present Session, We deplore 
the talk about a moribund Parliament, and the excuse which 
the pbrase is thought to offer for evasion of duties If this 
is to be the last Session of the unreformed House, it should 
be a point of honour with those who not unfairly believe and 
call themselves the representatives of the people to show that 
they are worthy of that people's renewed confidence, and that 
the enlarged constituencies need not have recourse to unknown 
men as legislators. We submit that there has never been an 
occasion when statesmen had so good an opportunity of 
proving themselves worthy of the name, Party ties have 
been rent asunder, an anomalous condition of politics prevails, 
and the future is uncertain. Therefore, now if ever is the 
time for men to act manfully and fearlesssly. There is no 
party object to gain, but there is something which every 
member of Parliament should strive to gain, and that is an 
accession of credit to the assembly of which he isa part. If 
the House of Commons has no great affection for Continental 
jargon, and if the First Minister has not announced that he 
regularly prays to be inspired with noble ideas for England, 
the House of Commons is nevertheless composed for the moat 
part of men who aspire to be patriots, though they would 
scout the word that has been hacked by mountebanks. We 
believe that there is an earnest desire on the part of Parlia- 
ment to make the work of this Session valuable, but that 
object can be effected only by instant and unremitting 
exertion, We have had to sum up too many Sessions, and 
to point out too many months of wasted time, not to feel it 
a duty, in the very first hour of business, to urge that no time 
should be lost, 

Much, of course, depends upon the Ministers, and there is 
some discouragement in the “dark sayings upon the harp” 
which bave lately been heard, and which are thought tg 
herald the retirement of the head of the Government, We 
put all this aside, for whether one distinguished man has or 
bas not had enough of political work, the question is not now 
of one man but of one chamber—perhaps two. Parliament is 
fighting for its own hand, like Harry Wynd in “ St. Valentine's 
Day.’ The Commons, as selected by the middle classes, have 
to show the artisans, who are watching them with intelligent 
eyes, that the right stuff for legislators is to be found, after 
all, in the men of station, wealth, and liberal education, 
Those legislators have submitted themselves by deliberate 
action to the species of competitive examination, and 
they must come up to the table like men, and speak out, We 
can hardly imagine anything more disgraceful and disastrous 
then that the House of Commons, as at present constituted, 
should imitate the bad menial who has received warning, and 
thenceforth does her work negligently, allows the trades- 
folk to cheat, and leaves the doors unfastened at night. 
Rather let it—with all apology for the humble com- 
parison—imitate the wise servant who has notice becau:e 
there is about to be a new arrangement of the household, 
and who resolves to obtain a re-engagement by showing how 





thoroughly she understands her business, “Oar new masters 
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may not be altogether blind to the moiiis of our old servants. 
Be that as it may, the Parliament of the middle classes, in 
common loyalty to its constituents, is bound to vindicate 
the prudence of their choice; and it happens by a series of 
fortunate accidents that the House has plenty of large subjects 
to deal with, It is not asked to make bricks without straw. 
In the list of topics above mentioned there is material for the 
skilled political artisan, Sessions soon pass and rests come, 
and the journalist will be ready to make out his balance- 
sheets. He will have to set the account of the last year 
of the unreformed Parliament against that of the first 
year of the young and vigorous one which is to inaugurate 
the seccnd golden age. It will be a sufficient answer to 
those who rail against the great change which is thought 
to be coming if that balance-sheet show a wasted leap 
year and a valuable 1869, In the name of English pluck 
and manliness, let us show the nation that the mea 
who transferred political power to a new class did not do 
so because they felt themselves unfit for statesmanship. Mr. 
Disraeli admires brilliant things. In none of his masterly 
fictions has he depicted a more brilliant “situation” than is 
now presented to himself, The reins are in his hands. Let 
him get his horses well together, and make them go as 
thoroughbreds can go. In less colloquial phrase, let him 
introduce his bills early, and press them as fast as is prudent, 
and Jet him give as much fair play as human nature, in Par- 
liament, can be expected to give to the efforts of others, We 
repeat, it is not now atime for faction fight, but a most singular 
and almost unexampled period, during which the leading 
classes may establish a permanent hold upon the regard and 
respect of the masses,

The annval ball in aid of the funds of the Société Francaise de

Early on Tuesday morning, an hour or two after it had closed 
for the night, the Oxford Music-hall, situated on the north side 
of Oxford-street, near the Tottenham-court-road end, was discovered 
to be on fire. All the interior fittings, the stage, and the roof were 
consumed, but the walls remain. It is pretty clear that the cause 
was the negligence of a smoker, 





Great and successful efforts are being made to recover the great 
loss sustained by Mr. 8. May, the costumier, through the fire at Her 
Majesty’s Theatre, On Monday next the Christy Minstrels devote 
the whole of the proceeds of their entertainment at St. James's Hall, 
which will consist of an extra concert combined with other 
attractions, to his benefit. 


Mr, John Howard Mann, town traveller to Messrs. Walters and 
Sons, silk manufacturers, of Newgate-street, has met his death in a 
singular manner. He was addicted to sleep-walking, and one night 
about three weeks ago, when he was sleeping at his employer's 
house, he got up, went out of the window on to the leads, and fell 
through a skylight, The injuries resulting caused his death, 


The shipwrights of the Isle of Dogs have not been able to make 
up their minds to any reduction in their demands, and have conse- 
quently lost the chance of bringing back to the Thames some of 
the shipbuilding business which is now being transferred so com- 
pletely to the northern ports. Mr. Bullivant undertook to get 
orders for a couple of iron ships at £5 a ton, but the men would not 
answer at once, and the shipowner, who could not afford to lose 
time, sent his commission to the builders in the north. 


On Wednesday a deputation from nearly all the representative 
bodies of the metropolis waited on Mr. Gathorne Hardy, to express 
their decided hostility to Mr. Mill’s Municipal Corporation Bills. 
Westminster was absent. Mr, Hardy felt it would be admitted 
that eome slight amendment was required in the present Acts for 
the government of the metropolis, but he was not at all favourable 
to the federal corporations as proposed by Mr, Mill, and he would 
urge his colleagues to oppose the measure, 

The newly-built tropical end of the Crystal Palace, having been 
completed, will be thrown open to the public to-day (Saturday). 
The show of British and foreign birds is now placed in that portion 
of the building. As a novelty, the Monti Fountain Basin will be 
stocked with a large number of exceedingly rare waterfowl. There 
will also be a collection of pigeons of every sort; a concert being 
given, as usual, at three o'clock. The exhibition will be continued 
next week from Monday to Friday. 


A deputation, composed of membera of Parliament, men of 
science, clergymen, and artisans, went to the Home Office, on 
Wednesday, to ask the Government to do all in its power towards 
the parsing of the East London Museum Bite Bill. The recommend- 
ation of the House of Commons in favour of the formation of district 
museums, and their value as a means of giving the people their 
much-needed education in sciénce and art, were urged by the depu- 
tation. The Duke of Marlborough promised that the Government 
would give every facility to the bill in its passage through the 
House of Lords, 

At the meeting of the Metropolitan Board of Works held 
day week, the rt of the committee appointed to consider the 
charges against Mr. Doulton in reference to the sureties provided 
by Mr. Furness, the contractor, was brought up for consideration. 
The charge, it may be stated, was that Mr. Doulton received £5000 
for having procured two gentlemen to become sureties for 
Mr. Furness. A motion was put that the statement as made b 
Mr. Furness before the Registrar of Bankruptcy was proved. 
Several amendments were pro and lost, and, ultimately, the 
motion itself was lost; on which Mr. Doulton, who denied that 
he had profited to the extent of a penny by the transaction, entered 
a protest against the finding of the board, which, after a stormy 
discussion, was ordered to lie on the table. 


The forty-seventh annual meeting of the Seamen's Hospital 
Society was held, yesterday week, at the offices, in King William- 
street, under the presidency of Sir W. Bowles, K.C.B, The society 
provides a home for sick and diseased seamen of all nations on board 
the Dreadnought hospital-ship, in the Thames, From the report it 
appears that the number of men received into the hospital from its 
first formation, in March, 1821, to Jan. 31, 1867, has been 97,065 ; 
and from tbat time to January, 1868, 1969—making a total of 
99,084. Upwards of 67,000 have been discharged cured, 14,754 con- 
valescent, 4578 relieved, and 1496 not cured, The number of out- 
patients had been 57,849; aboyt 4700 have been clothed after being 
cured, and 8531 have been supplied with shoes and stockings. As 
many as 5445 have died on board the Dreadnought. Of the large 
number received, 3545 belonged to the Royal Navy, 1798 to the East 
India Company's service, and 93,691 to merchant vessels of different 
nations. The committee called attention to the financial affairs of 
the society. The annual expenditure had amounted to £3121, whilst 
the entire receipts had been but £7242, including £824 received from 
legacies. Her Majesty contributed her usual donation of 100gs, 
and donations were also received from the King of Prassia, the 
King of Denmark, the Viceroy of Egypt, the Emperor of the 
French, the Emperor of Russia, the King of Italy, the Queen of 
Spain. and other Monarchs, and very substantial support from 
Consuls and shipping agents throughout the world.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


“ He invented the kaleidoscope.” That will be the commonest as it 
is the readiest answer to the question, what was achieved by the 

reat man whose death has just occurred. That invention, doubt- 
ess, has given more pleasure than any discovery of the present cen- 
tury, and a sma!l number only of those who have revelled in the 
transformation scenes of that portable fairyland know that they owe 
it to Sir David Brewster. Had he patented it in 1816 he would have 
made a handsome fortune, But he has graver claim to the gratitude 
of his fellow: men, and “‘ those who go down to the sea in ships’ owe 
a debt to the improver of lighthouses, whose representations were 
long neglected in England, and scarcely heeded until France had 
led the way in the reform, His more strictly scientific exploits I 
leave to be noted in this Journal by a scientific colleague, but I may 
remind some readers that Sir David fought a long and resolute battle 
with Dr. Whewell on the question of the plurality of inhabited 
worlds, Brewster affirming and Whewell denying that we have 
fellow-creatures in what we call the stars. On the assumption that 
a vast accession of marvellous knowledge comes to the spirit on its 
release from the body, it may be lawful to say that they have solved 
that grandest of problems. 





Still the Speke mystery remains unexplained. Not the slightest 
additional clue has been gained, and correspondents flood the pap :re 
with parallel stories, helpless conjectures, and impracticable sug ses- 
tions. The subject is town talk ; but few men have a theory on the 
subject, and most accept the idea of murder simply because there 
seems nothing else that will at all harmonise with what is known of 
the missing gentleman's character. One thing—perhaps one good— 
comes out of the strange incident. The attention of the public is 
called to the fact that there are in London whole colonies of 
criminals, ready for any violence, among whom no policeman 
ventures, and who send forth ruffians of the class in which are 
found men to do the deed suspected to have been done. It is easy 
to write that euch dens exist, and that they are a disgrace to civi- 
lication, and then to turn to something else. That is exactly what 
bas been done for years, and therefore these places exist. What 
can you do? says the do-nothing. Well, what did William IIL.’s 
Govesnment do, when it desired to break up the abominable 
Alsatia? There was a confederacy far worse than that of any 
low-class ecoundrelism. There was a sort of legal right to sanc- 
tuary—at least, so it was believed—and the Alsatian colony con- 
sisted not only of plebeian rascals, but of soldiers who had seen 
war, and other fuller-blooded ruffians than mere canaille. Terrific 
menaces were launched when it was announced that Alsatia 
was to go down. Ministers were to be assassinated; and as 
for the officers who might attempt to enforce the law, they 
would never be heard of again. Nevertheless, the procla- 
mation was made, and it was signified that rascality had 
better clear away, as after a certain day effective means would be 
used. The hint was taken, and the unclean horde dwindled and 
slunk off, and when possession was claimed by the authorities, the 
foul den was foul indeed, but empty. I do not suppose that any 
Executive like the pattern that has been in vogue for a century will 
do anything on a broad scale with the haunts of London crime and 
vice. Those who govern have other things to think of, and the com- 
fortable middle class knows little of such matters, and only takes 
care to avoid districts that are proclaimed—like Endell-street, for 
instance, But it may be that in the days that are coming the class 
which for come reason we call humble may take such affairs into its 
own hands, and then we or our children may see some dzterminei 
action. We should at present hear a tremendous clamour in which 
the words “innocent till proved guilty,’’ “un-English,” “illegal,” 
“ deepotic,” and the like ululations would be uppermost, if it were 
known that after a secret and careful examination of all the deus of 
crime a sudden and irresistible razzia had been made, and some 
bundreds of scoundrels had been placed on board a ship which had 
eailed, only the Executive knowing whither. Doubtless it would be 
very arbitrary. Yet a popular and practical Government is very 
likely to do something of the kind, and to remove the burning 
scandal from London that there are streets in it in which no honest 
man’s life is safe. 





More years ago than he cares to set down, the writer of these lines 
produced a drama the interest of which arose chiefly from the fact 
that a girl, good and beautiful, was a slave, and a property, and 
thus her love was mocked and her heart was nearly broken, The 
ecene was in the Isle of France, in the time of the Revolution, and 
the knot was cut by the arrival of tidings that the National Oon- 
vention had abolished slavery in all the colonies of France—an his- 
torical fact. The play and its success were an affair of other days, 
and it may not be very egotistic to recall it. “The Creole” was 
written when the state of things which it described was existing in 
full vigour in the southern provinces of America, and this gave it 
a melancholy strength which is now happily wanting to the elective 
drama whose revival I witnessed on Monday, “The Octoroon.” 
When one saw the lady—let the word have all its meaning, for Mrs. 
Boucicault’s impersonation of Zoe is the daintiest art—placed 
upon the auctioneer’s table, to be examined and bid for by 
a roaring crowd of planters, and finally knocked down to 
a eavage whose purchase of her was dictated by the 
vilest passion, it was good—very gvod—to feel that the 
scene was historical, and could never be real again, And, as 
one who, so far as his humble power availed, never lost a chance of 
protest against slavery, I rejoiced that “The Octoroon” had to rely 
on its own great merits and the admirable acting, and that its 
charming Zoe could not appeal to the sympathies of the audiencs by 
such a “tag” as was beautifully spoken by Mrs, Keeley at the closa 
of “ The Creole.”

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS.—Taourspay. 

Their Lordships reassembled after the recess, There was a con- 
siderable number of peers present, amongst those on the Ministerial 
benches being the Dukes of Marlboroug , Richmond, Buckingham, 
Rutland; Earls Malmesbury, Stanhope, and Bradford; and Lords 
Redesdale and Cairns. On the front Opposition bench were Earl 
Russell, the Duke of Argyll, Earls Granville and Kingsbury, and 
Lord Westbury. 

The Earl of Derby was not present. 

The Duke of Cambridge was present, on the cross benches. 

The Lord Chancellor took his seat on the woolsack at five o'clock. 

The Lord Chancellor brought in a bill for amending the law 
relating to oaths, which was read the first time. 

The Marquis of Clanricarde gave notice that he intended to bring 
in a bill respecting the land tenure of Ireland, similar in principle to 
one he had introduced last Session. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Tavrspay. 

Colonel Sykes presented a memorial from the Lord Provost, the 
Town Council, and magistrates of Aberdeen, praying for a further 
reduction of fire insurance duty. The hoa. member also presented 
a petition, signed by 120 seamen of the same place, congneieng Gat, 
although they had contributed from their py to a fand which was 
to entitle them to admission into Greenwich Hospital, they had not 
been admitted. 

Mr. Finch, lately elected for Rutlandshire in the room of Mr, 
Gilbert Heathcote, now Lord Aveland, took the oath and his seat. 
The hon member was introduced by Mr. Bouverie and Mr. Noel. 

Mr. Lowther, elected for Westmorland in place of Colonel Cecil 
Lowther, deceased, also took hia seat. The hon, member was intro- 
duced by Colonel Taylor and Mr. Noel. 

On the motion of Colonel Taylor writs were issued for the borough 
of Stoke-upon-Trent, for the University of Cambridge, and for the 
borough of Helston. 

Mr. T. Hughes gave notice that on Monday next he would ask 
leave to bring in a bill to regulate Sunday trading in the metropolis. 

Mr. Alderman Lawrence gave notice that he should ask, to-morrow, 
when the report of the Commissioners of the Inland Revenue would 
be presented. 

Mr. Lefevre gave notice that on Friday, March 4, he would call 
attention to the failures of negotiations on the Alabama claims with 
the United States of America, 

Mr. Baxter announced that, on Feb. 28, he would call attention 
to the dissatisfaction existing from the administration of justice in 
the Supreme Civil Courts of Scotland. 

Mr. Trevellyan gave notice that he would call attention to the 
present system of purchase in the ri 

Mr. Baxter asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer when he would 
introduce a Reform Bill for Scotland. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said he proposed doing so on Monday next. 

In answer to Mr. Watkinson, Lord Stanley said that only one 
despatch had been sent to the American Government, which had 
been laid on the table, and that one had appeared in all the news- 
papers ; but it should be produced. 

After some remarks from Mr. Milner Gibson. the Metropolitan 
Cattle Market Bill was read the second time. 

BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rose to introduce a bill for 
amending the laws relating to election petitions and providing more 
effectually for the prevention of corrupt practices at Parliamentary 
elections. He traced the history of the law of controverted 
elections. and stated that in 1839 Sir Robert Peel brought in a 
bill to improve the legislation on this subject. But this bill was 
repealed two years afterwards; and it was not till 1848 that the 

resent procedure in the case of controverted elections was adopted. 

he present scheme had not, however, been found satisfactory; and 
at no time more than now were the complaints louder against the 
tribunal which had to decide controverted elections. It was said 
that the expense had not diminished, that the decisions were un- 
certain, and in many instances incorrect. The House had 
hitherto, and perhaps wisely so, determined on reserving to 
themeelves the juriediction on the subject; but now the public 
generally and the House itself began to eee that it would be more 
satisfactory if the jurisdiction were transferred to some other tribunal, 
This was a great feature of the measure which he introduced last 
Beseion, by which the Speaker was authorised to appoint a panel of 
experienced legal gentlemen to condoct these investigations on the 
spot. This principle of local investigation met with great favour, 
but questions arose as to the constitution of the tribunal, and 
the matter, with his entire concurrence, was referred to «a 
Select Committee. He enumerated the various proposals which 
had been made, including the one that it should be decided 
on by a Judge in the Susan's Bench. This, too, had been 
found to be impracticable, as the Judges had not the time 
at their disposal. Since, therefore, the Government had not been 
able to follow out the anggesticns of the Select Committee as 
they had intended, they had been obliged to devise ——_ 
which he would now submit to the House. It was that the House 
should select a court consisting of three members of the legal pro- 
fession, who should be men of the highest character, and who should 
be induced to afford their services for a salary of £2000 a year each. 
Their duties would not be continuous, and all appeals from the 
decisions of revising barristers would also be referred to them. He 
hoped that the House would not come to a decision hastily in the 
matter, but would carefully consider the proposal of the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Kratchbull-Hugessen bore testimony to the promptitude 
which the Government had shown in dealing with this question, but 
stated that he had great doubts of the policy of taking away the 
jvrisdiction on the question from the House. He thought that the 
Judges should not undertake the duty, because it might be injurious 
to their interests to be called upon to decide on political subjects, 
He was rot prepared, without due deliberation, to criticise the 
measure proposed by the Government. 

Sir F. Soitemith and Mr. Whitbread having expressed their dissent 
from the bill, 

Sir R. Collier thought that if the jurisdiction on the subject were 
to be taken away from the House, it should certainly not be trans- 
ferred to any inferior tribunal. The Select Committee had recom- 
mended that the House should relinquish it, but only to refer it to 
the Judges of the Queen’s Bench. 

Mr. Gurney felt great disappointment at the statement of Mr. 
Disraeli with respect to the future jurisdiction in the case of election 
matterr, 

Mr. Sandford thought that no good would be done unless com- 
missions were sent down to inquire into charges of bribery, and 
power given to charge the expenses on the counties. 

Mr. £ Lowe said if it were proposed to refer election cases to the 
Judges they ought first to ascertain that the Judges were sufficient 
in numbers to deal with such additional work. e question ought 
to be looked at on its merits. He confessed, however, he did not 
quite approve of the tribunal to be established under the present 
bill. It appeared to him that the highest judicial tribunal ought to 
be rescrted to in those matters. 

Lord Cranbourne expressed a contrary opinion. It was to be re- 
membered that the learned Judges generally had in their time 
identified themselves with certain political parties, and therefore 
should not be placed in a position whereby their impartiality might 
be questioned. 

3 Sir R, Palmer also argued against imposing those duties upon the 
udges. 

r. Henley thought that the House of Commons should keep its 
jurisdiction in thoee matters in their own hands, and not delegate 
ite powers to others. 

r, Ayrton contended that they could establish a much better 
tribunal in their own House than any that ceuld be devised outside 
of it. 

Mr. Bouverie took a similar view of the question. 

Sir M. Beach supported the Government proposition

PROFESSOR MASSON ON “OLD ENGLISH POETRY.” 


On Tuesday night Professor Masson delivered a lecture on “ Old 
English Poetry” to the members of the Stockbridge Working Men’s 
Institute, Edinburgh. He said that English literature and English 
poetry began in the year 1250; for, although there was, in a eense, 
noetry and literature before that time, yet it could not be called 

nglish, as it was not till 1250 that that language became general 
in Great Britain. The term English poetry was not merely applied 
to that part of Great Britain called England, but also included 
Scotland; and the term was used in that sense by many of 
the old English writers, What he meant by old English 
ae was the poetry faeeny between the yeara 1250 and 140). 

bere had come down from that period a great body of remains, a 
great deal of which had been printed, but still a great deal remained 
in MS. They had all sorts of MS. in that 150 years—songs of a 
political ans general kind, metrical romances, and metrical 
chronicles. A large number of these were anonymous, and many 
were the writings of known authors; but in a great portion there 
was little interest felt. There were four or five or six men, if they 
took in prose-writers, living between 1350 and 1400 who wrote what 
was true literature and poetry ; but he would confine himself to two 
of the greatest interest—one for a patriotic reason, and one for a 
reason connected with general interest in English literature. 

At that part of Scotland where Aberdeen now stands there ap- 

ared John Barbour, the first almost of the Scottish poets, who might 

regarded as the father of English poetry and literature, and at 
London there appeared Geoffrey Chaucer. These two were the 
representatives of old English poet After giving a sketch of the 
life of Barbour, Professor Masson said his great poem was the life of 
King Robert the Bruce, written in much the same style as that by 
Sir Walter Scott. The poem was a historical sketch of Scotland 
from the year 1306 to 1321. Professor Masson read several extracts 
from this poem, and said that no other poem, ancient or modern, 
contained a pessage about freedom more simple or terse, 

He said that they now came to speak of the other poet. 
Although they liked to make the most of Barbour, yet he was not 
to be named in the same hour with Chancer for real intellectual 
greatness. Chaucer was a man of all time. Barbour was als> a 
man of note, but interesting to them only as the best man that 
could be got in their part of the kingdom. Chaucer was without 
predecessors who could be named with him, and they had to come 
on 180 years after his death before any man could be found to com- 
pare with him—namely, Spenser. Professor Masson then referred 
at some length to Chaucer’s masterpiece, the Canterbury Tales, 
giving a sketch of the plan of the poem and reading several extracts 
rom it, He said the introduction and the manner in which the 
characters of the poem were portrayed were unrivalled in English 
literature, In concluding, Professor Masson said a notion was held 
by many people that in that age nothing but barbarism existed ; but, 
taking such poetry as his guide, he hoped that they might never 
live in a worse age than that. 

He was very giad to think that the power of becoming perfectly 
scquainted with English literature and poetry, old or new, was 
likely to be largely increased and advanced. It had long been the 
conviction of a large number of people that, with all the cry about 
edxcation, the thorough teaching of every boy and girl. in 
the commounity to read and write in their own language 
would be a solution of the largest and most difficult part of 
the whole education question. And he was glad to think that this 
great kingdom would no longer lie under the scandal of permitting 
a single human being to be born in it without the means being 
taken to provide them with the most essential part of education. 
Although there were higher means of education, he believed that 
the one great gulf —ae the really educated from the really 
uneducated was the power of reading in their own language, and 
where that power existed the rest would follow as a consequence. 
When that power of reading was made universal, he hoped that a 
= would be spent in becoming acquainted with old English 

een poetry and prose, as it wasa high means of cultivating 
the mind, 





WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


THe Registrar-General giyes the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom for the week ending Satarday, Feb. 8 :-— 

Last week 4831 births and 3088 deaths were registered in London 
and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom, The 
annual rate of mortality was > i 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortalit week was 23 per 1000 in London, 
29 in Edinburgh, and 32 in Dublin; 28 in Bristol, 21 in Birmingham, 
29 in Liverpool, 29 in Manchester, 26 in Salford, 24 in Sheffield, 26 in 
Bradford, 21 in Leeds, 20 in Hull, 34 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 29 
in Glasgow. 

In London the births of 1162 boys and 1235 girlse—in all 2397 
children—were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years, 1°58-67, the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2301. 

e deaths registered in London during the week were 1391. It 
was the sixth week of the year; and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 156%. 
The deaths in the present return are leas by 166 than the estimated 
number. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 278, the corrected average 
number being 838. Twenty-two deaths from smallpox, 30 from 
measles, 27 from scarlatina, 12 from diphtheria, 64 from whooping- 
cough, 33 from fever, and 15 from diarrhoea were registered. One 
hundred and sixty-seven deaths occurred from phthisis, 169 from 
bronchitis, 76 from pneumonia, and 52 from diseases of the heart. 
The deaths of 5 persons who suffered from privation were re . 

The deaths of & children and 2 adultes from burns or scalds, of 
12 infants from euffocation, of 7 ms who committed suicide, and 
of 5 persons who were killed by horses or carriages in the streets, 
were recorded,

ENGLISH OPERA. 
(To the Editor of the IuuustTRatap Lonpon News.) 


Sin,—When it is considered how very generally music is encouraged 
in this country—that we have many popular native composers, and 
that two Italian Operas are carried on apparently with profit—it is 
aslur upon the honour of art in England that every attempt to 
maintain English opera should prove a failure. 

In every town of France, Germany, and Italy theatres are kept 
open for the representation of the national opera of each country. 
Creative musical talent is fostered on the Continent by frequent 
opportunities being afforded for the performance of new works and 
by other means of encouragement, 

It is a stringent condition in the leases and subsidies of the lyric 
theatres in France and Italy that a certain number of new com- 

itions (operas and ballets) should be produced on the stage 
uring the time for which the leases and subsidies are granted. 
English com rs, however, have to gain their livelihood by teach- 
ing, or by the sale of compositions written to suit the transient 
taste of the multitude, Notwithstanding the neglect with which 
they have been hitherto treated, our musicians have invariably 
proved, by their works, that melody and musical invention are b 
no means exclusively the prerogative of the foreigner. En lish 
singers have also appeared who in every way compete successfally 
with the most eminent Continental artists. But neither our native 
singers nor our composers have sufficient scope for the display of 
their talent in their own country. Composers are not inducsd to 
devote time and serious attention to the composition of important 
works; operatic singers are obliged to seek employment in the 
concert-room or on the Ital ian stage. 

This state of things is much to be regretted ; for we find that the 
art has progressed in all countries, according to the encouragement 
om to dramatic music, It is only since composers began to write 

r the stage that the resources of music — been developed. 
Paradoxical as it may seem to many, the influence of’the lyric 
drama upon the music of the Church must be acknowledged by all 
who have given any attention to the subject. 

It is an open question whether the practical cultivation of music 
by the community in general be really advantageous to its 
progress, 

In some respects the present age resembles the Elizabethan period, 
when everyone played and sang, bat whea musical composition was 
still in abeyance. The finest works were produced during the last 
century, when it was deemed derogatory to the manhood of a 

ntleman to know anything of music, except the pleasure of listen- 
ng toit. A strong reaction took place some twenty or thirty years 
ago; musical dilettantism became all the rage, and, strange to say, 
the production of important musical works, comparatively speaking, 
has gradually ceased, owing, I believe, in a great measure to the 
neglect of English dramatic music. 

he efforts made at different times to establish English opera 
upon a permanent basis have been hitherto unsnocesstal, because 
-~ have received but scanty encouragement from the higher classes 
of society, 

Even a grant of money from Government would not be of such 
important advantage to jthe cause of English opera as would be the 
recognition and support of an undertaking in its behalf by the 
fashionable world. 

If there be any true love of art among those whose envied privi- 
lege it is to be able to promote the progress of music, let them com- 
bine together and give some substantial proof of the interest they 
take in the resuscitation of English opera. 

It is in the power of the Sovereign by a simple act of patronage to 
turn the tide of fashion in its favour and thus to compensate for all 
the disadvantage it has laboured under from the indifference of the 
upper classes to its welfare. 

A committee should be formed and a subscription opened. No 
large sum is required ; but as soon as a certain amount has been col- 
lected the committee should appoint a competent and responsible 
manager, and hand him the subscriptions upon conditions similar to 
those which are exacted by the French Government from the manager 
of the Paris Opera House. These conditions once agreed to, the 
committee should not interfere in the management of the theatre, 
for experience proves that no amateur theatrical management ever 
succeeds, 

The committee should be free from any responsibility, The 
subscription being for boxes and stalls for a certain number of per- 
formances, no liability would be incurred by the subscribers, 

This plan adopted, English opera might be permanent!y established. 
Without some such substantial support it is unable by intrinsic merit 
alone to contend against its more favoured rivals. By publicity 
being given to this suggestion it may be that some well-wishers of 
the art will be found who are able and willing to take the initiative 
in a movement which is so much to be desired,

After a long discussion a 
resolution was passed declaring the necessity of increased facilities 
for a system of technical education, and that the only sure founda- 
tion for effecting this is largely to improve the present system of 
primary education. 


The Cotton Supply Association, yesterday week, entertained at 
dinner, at Manchester, Mr, Ashburner and Major Trevor Clarke, two 
gentlemen who have distinguished themselves in promoting the 
objects of the association. Mr. Bazley, M.P., and Mr, Cheetham 
M.P., were present, the former occupying the chair, A gold medal 
was presented to each of the guests of the evening in recognition of 
their services. 


On Wednecday the Exeter Town Council sanctioned the publication 
of a portion of the ~ records in the proceedings of the Camden 
Society, Mr, Stuart Moore reported that the records, the inspection 
of which he had nearly completed, had excited the greatest interest 
amongst antiquaries in London, The letters of John Shillingford, 
Mayor of Exeter in 1447, were looked upon as most remarkable, 
The Royal charters were in such good order as to need no repair, 


A ead accident occurred at Cambridge on Wednesday. The Hon. 
James Gordon, brother to the Earl of Aberdeen, whilst trying some 
experiments with the Enfield rifle, was shot, the bullet penetrating 
his head. Medical aid was instantly called in, but he expired 
shortly afterwards, The deceased gentleman was a member of the 
University Rifles, of which corps he was a crack shot, He was a 
well-known boating and sports man. 


Mr. Mundella attended a meeting at Bradford, last week, under 
the auspices of the Chamber of Commerce, and explained the prin- 
ciples of the court of arbitration at Nottingham, which has proved 
so highly beneficial in its operation. He expressed the conviction 
that no court for the settlement of disputes between masters and 
workmen could be satisfactory which did not carry with it a com- 
munity of feeling with those interested, and that no legislation could 
be successful which was not adopted by those interested in or 
acquainted with the demands of the various trades affected. 


Penzance has taken the initiative among western towns by hold- 
ing a town meeting, convencd by the Mayor at the request of the 
‘Town Council, to discuss the subject of education, The meeting was 
influentially attended, Mr, St. Aubyn, M.P, for West Cornwall, 
pointed out the importance of giving a good Sy ee education 
to all children, in order to save England from the discredit of being 
behind other countries in this respect, and to endeavour to sscuare a 
wise use of the great political power now lodged in the hands of the 
labouring classes, 

The Earlewood Asylum for Idiote, an admirably-managed institu- 
tion, which has a reputation throughout the civilised world, is ex- 
periencing one of the embarrassments which attend success. It is 
absolutely necessary to enlarge the asylum, inasmuch as the elec- 
tions of the present year will fill it, and cases will have to be refased 
for want of room. The board are now appealing to the public on 
behalf of the enlargement fund, contributions to which will give the 
same voting pyvileges as those for the current year. I¢ is to be 
hoped that when the facts become known the — will not let the 
usefulness of this institution be limited through want of funds, 


At the forty-second anniversary dinner of the Cambridge Philo- 
Union, on ursday, the borough members, Messrs. Powell and 
Gorst, were present, and spoke upon the importance of edacation. 
They desired to see a better cultivation of the English 
language, and hoped that during the coming Session of Parliament 
the question of education would occupy a prominent place. Dr, 
Abdy responded on behalf of the University, and defended it from 
the attacks that had been made upon it tbat it did not fulfil the 
expectations required of it. The University was progressing with 
the age and gradually introducing new studies. The names of 
Milton, Bacon, Locke, and in modern days of Whewell, were sufficient 
to stamp Cambridge University as a seat of education. 


The Dublin season, despite of Fenianism, has begun well. A full 
Levée of men of all parties and of different creeds, a brilliant 
Drawingroom sustaining Ireland’s fame for female beauty, and a

LAW AND POLICE, 


The question as to the exact definition of a Royal palace has come 
up again ; this time in the Exchequer Chamber. The goods of one of 
her Majesty's peprsioners at Hampton Court have lately been seized 
a7 oe Sheriffs under a civil process. It was contended that the 

eriffs had no right to seize, and the Attorney-General brought an 
action against them, He my ory that, as the bailding and grounds 
and the guard of honour are kept up by the Crown, and as the apart- 
ments are exempt from rating, the palace isa Royal domain, The 
counsel on the other side contended that her Majesty's dignity would 
be more affected by keeping Hampton Court Palace a3 a sanctuary 
for insolvent debtors than by the execution of any civil process 
within the palace. On the mere principle of occasional occupation 
by her Majesty, the Opera House and the British Museum might be 
claimed as Royal . The Court took time to consider its 
judgment, 

A gentleman has given a donation of £1000, the interest of which 
is to be applied to purpose of giving recompense and gratuities 
to police constables injured or maltreated in the exercise of their 
duties in the metropolis. Sic Thomas Henry, Mr. Vaughan, Mr. 
Knox, and another magistrate are named trustees; and the gentle- 
man, who does not wish his name to be made public, has desired 
that what he has done may be known, in the hope that others may 
come forward and follow his example. 


A few days ago the police made a clever capture of stolen watch 
receivers. Three officers of the F division, in plain clothes, placed 
themselves to watch a house at Hackney. hile so doing they 
became aware that three men were also anxiously on the look-out 
for some arrival, and the movements of the latter were closely 
observed, At length a railway-van arrived, and a small box was 
delivered. By a ruse one of the officers approached, and saw one of 
the men sign the delivery-book, A signal was given, the other police- 
men came up, and the suspected men were taken into custody. The 
box, which came from Liverpool, contained twenty-one gold watches 
and some chains, all the produce of robberies. In the collar of the 
house was another box of exactly the same size, and addressed in 
the same handwriting; while on one of the prisoners'was found a 
letter invoicing the lot at £29 18s,, and expressing @ hope that the 
transaction would be completed without any such squabbling as 
occurred on the last occasion, A numberof pawnbrokers’ duplicates, 
representing watches and chains, were also found on the prisoners, 
On Saturday and Monday the men were brought up at Bow-strect, 
and, some evidence having been taken as to the ownership of the 
property, they were remanded, It was stated incidentally that all 
the stolen watches had their bows broken; robberies of this sort 
being generally accomplished by professional thieves in that manner, 


In the Chancery Court on Thursday, before Vice-Chancellor Sir 
W. P. Wood, the case of “Bloxam v, Metropolitan Railway” came 
on for hearing. There were two motions to restrian the payment of 
the 5} per cent dividend, which had been declared, and to commit 
the chairman of the Metropolitan Railway Company for contempt 
of Court in disobeying the terms of the previous order which had 
been made in this case.

The Magpie, first-class screw gun-veasel, was launched on 
Wednesday from Portsmouth Dockyard, The vessel was named by 
the eldest daughter of Rear-Admiral Superintendent G.G. Wellesley, 
O.B. The Magpie is one of eleven vessels, alike in dimensions, con- 
struction, and propelling power, being completed in their build and 
outfit in the several Government docky ards, and provided for in the 
Naval Estimates for the financial year now drawing near 
its close. They are built of wood, carry no armour-plating, 
and average 665 tons measurement. Their other dimsnsions are :— 
Length between perpendiculars, 170ft.; extreme breadth, 29 ft.; 
depth in hold, 12ft. 5in. Their propelling power consists each of a 
pair of three-bladed twin screws, driven by two sets of engines 
having a combined nominal power of 160 horses, As regards speed, 
they have not by any means been neglected, as they will average 
upwards of 11°5 knots under full speed. They are altogether fit for 
the purpose for which they are supposed to be intended—the sup- 
pression of piracy in the Ohinese and Japanese seas.

NOTWITHSTANDING that the withdrawals of gold from the Bank of England 
have exceeded £440,000, and that the whole of our bullion imports have 
been absorbed for the Continent, English funds have been steady this week, 
and prices have been wi A ———. The improved accounts 
from the manufacturing districts have, no doubt, given some sup- 
port to the quotations. Moncey has certainly seen its lowest range; but 
some time must elapse ere the demand for accommodation will show signs of 
much improvement. At present it is very inactive ; nevertheless, the quota- 
tions have shown a hardening tendency. The bost short commercial paper has 
been done at 1§, and longer dated 1f to 24 per cent. Bank bills are 
1} to2 percent. At those rates there is considerable competition. The lead- 
ing figures for Home Securities have been :—Consols, both for Money and 
Time, 92§ 4; Reduced and New Three per Cents, 93§ } ; Exchequer Bills, 20s, 
to 24s. prem. Bank Stock has marked 248 to 250. 

Indian Stocks, &c., have been in moderate request, at the annexed quota- 
tions :—India Five per Cents, 1113 to 112}; Ditto Four per Cents, 1014 §; 
India Bonds, 35s. to 40s. prem.; Rupee Paper, 103 to 1034, and 108 to 108}. 

The consumption of cotton having rapidly increased, prices have further 
advanced, with every prospect of even higher rates. Large speculations have 
been reported in cotton for arrival, and it is calculated that over 20,0000 bales 
have been worked up this season in excess of last year. The stock, therefore, 
is not likely to show any increase for several months. At present, it is only 
about 450,000 bales. The movements of cotton in America have been on an 
extensive scale of late, and the rates have steadily advanced. At New York on 
the 12th inst. middling upland was selling at 20$ cents per lb. ; gold was 
1414, and the sterling exchange on London, 109}. 

The value of money on the Continent has ruled about stationary, In the 
open market at Paris the best short bills are freely discounted at 2; at 
Vienna, 4; Berlin, 2}; Frankfort, 13; Amsterdam, 24; Brussels, 2}; Ham- 
burg, 14; and at St. Petersburg, 74 per cent. 

The corn trade has shown signs of weakness, and wheat, both Eaglish 
and foreign, has given way Is. to 2s. per quarter. At that amount of de- 
pression very little business has been transacted, as millers are waiting to 
see whateffect the arrival of the large fleet of veseels laden with produce will 
have upon present rates. Besides, it is borne in mind that the siocks of 
grain in warehouse have slightly accumulated of late. At New York extra 
State flour has advanced in currency to 10dols. 40 cents per barrel. The 
exports to the United Kingdom have therefore been only moderate. Our cor- 
respondent at Sydney, writing on Dec, 24, iriform:s us that flour had risen 
from £12 10s, to £20 per ton. The latter rate would leave no margin of 
profit on sales effected in England.

THE MANCHESTER AND 
SALFORD SUNDAY-SCHOOL 
LIFE-BOAT. 


On Saturday afternoon the cere-

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“CHRISTENING” OF THE MANCHESTER AND SALYORD LIFE BOAT IN PEEL PARK, SALPORD, 
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BETHNAL-GREEN EMPLOYMENT AND RELIEF ASSOCIATION. 
BETHNAL-GREEY, with its population of 120,000, has this winter 
been the scene of much exceptional suffering among the poor, A 
large part of the population, at the best of times, is on the verge of 
pauperism, and the stagnation of trade which followed on the com- 
mercial crisis of 1£66 has deprived many theusands of the industrious 
poor of their ordinary means of livelihood. A great effort has re- 
cently been made to prevent these persons and their families from 
sinking into the hopeless ranks of chronic pavperism. This effort 
was originated by Miss Burdett Coutts, whose munificent charities 
in the east of London are so well known, and the movement has been 

warmly taken up by the clergy of Bethnal-green and the most 
influential of the local laity. 

The association endeavours to avoid degrading the industrious 
poot by any direct almsgiving, all relief, except in very special cases, 
being given in return for work. The lazy beggars and impostors 
who prey on the purses of the benevolent cisapprove of this plan as 

trongly as it is approved by the honcst and self-reliant poor. 

At a cost of more than £200 a week, the association now employs 
upwards of four hundred men at nine shiltings a week wages. They 
are occupied in cleansing the streets and pathways, and in breaking 
for the roads, This latter operation, represented ia our 
Illustration, is carried on in three vacant railway arches, which have 
been kindly lent for the purpose,

THE MIDLAND RAILWAY WORKS, EUSTON-ROAD, 


THE vast works now going on at King’s-cross, on the north side of 
Euston-road, in Old St. Pancras-road, and throughout Somers Town 
and Agar Town, for the construction of the new terminus of the 
Midland Railway, have been repeatediy noticed in this Journal, 
Their magnitude far exceeds anything else of thiskind. Half Somers 
Town was demolished to make room for the new station and hotel, 
which wiil occupy. including the station yard, about ten acres, or 
the space inclosed between Euston-road, Old St, Pancras-road 
Skinner-street, and Brill-row, as far north as the gasworks. Beyon 
that locality the Midland lines pass through St. Pancras church- 
yard to Agar Town, crossing beneath the North London Railway to 
St. Paul’s-road, near Camden-square. One peculiarity in the ap- 
proaches of the Midland Railway has greatly increased the difficulty 
and cost of their construction, Besides the high-level line, carried 
from Camden-square to Euston-road upon a viaduct of moderate 
elevation, which will lead to the platform of the proposed terminus, 
there is a tunnel line from Camden-square to the Metropolitan 
Railway station at King’s-cross. In the account we published, last 
week, of the new works of the Metropolitan Railway Company, this 
tunnel was particularly mentioned ; and we gave an Illustration of 
the appearance of its entrance, between that.of the Great Northern 
rtion of the Metro- 
litan line iteelf, at the head of the King’s-cross station, The 
etropolitan tunnel of the Midland Railway will be a most important 
means of traffic, as it will bring passengers arriving from Derby or 
Manchester directly into the heart of the City, to Aldersgate and 
Moorgate street; or else, by the Farringdon-street junction, to 
Ladgate-hill, and the London, Chatham, and Dover line; or, by the 
Metrcpolitan Extension, round Brixton, Clapham, and Wandsworth, 
to the Victoria station at Pimlico. This will probably give the 
Midland for a time some advantage over its chief competitor, the 
London and North. Western, which brings passengers no nearer to the 
City than Euston-square. Notwithstanding the late discussions 
respecting the expenditure of the Midland Company, the works at 
King’s-croes are still carried on with the greates$ activity ; and the 
Illustration engraved on page |60, showing their appearance a week 
or two since, does not quite represent the forward state, at 
this moment, of the brickwork covering the tunnel in the fore- 
ground of our view. The sketch was taken, it may be 
explained, from the south side of the proposed ‘site, next to 


; Euston-road, having King’s-cross to the right hand, and the Brill, in 





Somers Town, to the left, with the church spire of Oakley-square in 
the distance. The enormous span of the iron arches to form the 
roof of the station, which will be far larger than those of Charing- 
cross or Cannon-street, fills half the breadth of this view. It is 
240 ft. in width, and the height from the railway level to the crown 
of the arch is 105ft. The arch is not semicircular, but obtusel 
pointed, being designed on the radii of four different centres. It 
will be covered partly with glass, and partly with slate. It is really 
wonderful to see the manner in which this huge fabric is put toge- 
ther, piece by piece, rising in the boldest curves from the massive 
iron “ springers”’ on each side, and meeting at the ridge of the roof, 
Every successive portion, whilst being constructed, rests upon a 
timber centering, or scaffolding, a substantial framework of beams, 
with platforms and ladders, by which the workmen have access to 
all parts of the arch. The fires kindled for heating rivets, and for 
other processes belonging to the ironwork, may be seen burning on 
these lofty platforms at different stages. The timber framework, in 
several divisions of width, moves forward upon wheels as the work 
goes on, serving to aid the construction of one iron arch after 
another. The prodigious masonry and earthwork of the basement 
are scarcely less worthy of admiration. Here will be the great 
store-cellars of Burton ale, and other depositories of the Midland 
goods traffic. The floor of the station itself, which consists of convex 
lates of wroughtiron, “ Mallet’s buckle-plates,” fixed between 
ongitudinal and cross girders of the same material, resting upon 
cast-iron supports, isa marvel of strength attained by mechanical 
invention. he building of the hotel, for which Mr. Gilbert Scott 
prepared a superb design, has not yet been commenced. The under- 
ground works, besides the tunnel, which crosses the upper line of 
railway twice, have involved some alterations of the Fleet sewer, 
and other troublesome tasks of that nature. The chief engineer is 
Mr. W. H. Barlow, F.R.S.; and the assistant engineers are Mr. 
Campion (resident engineer) and Mr. W. M. Grier. The contractors 
for the earthworks and masonry, including the tunnel, are Messrs, 
Waring Brothers; the contractors for the ironwork are the Butterley 
Company, of Derbyshire. It is expected that the station and its 
approaches will be finished by the end of this year. We shall take 
a future opportunity of giving a more complete and precise descrip- 
tion of their plan. 


“THE LAST LOT.” 


In the interesting water-colour exhibition whence we engrave this 
drawing Mr, George Thomas is represented in an unusual diversity 
of subjects, yet it is hard to say in which the treatment seems most 
appropriate. As a favourite Court painter, he appears in a finished 
sketch for his picture of the Queen and the late Prince Consort on 
horseback reviewing troops at Aldershott; and here he, so to epeak, 
loyally parades his art in full review trim—his composition is care- 
fully ordered and marshalled ; his drawing is correct, precise, and 
natty ; his colouring bright and clean ; his execution perfectly well- 
trained and drilled. But the subjects of two other drawings are 
derived almost from the antipodes of the social scale, though each 
differing in their appeal to our sympathies; and in these, if the 
painter (being in every respect more at ease) is more picturesque, 
and in some respects more interesting, it surely may be credited to 
genuine artistic feeling. One of these drawings from humble life is 
avery sweet presentment of a pretty modest little girl selling violets, 
The other, which we have engraved, is a decidedly more original 
kind of theme, and to have selected it argues some courage on the 
part of the painter, as well as a conception of art beyond the ordi- 
nary conventional one. Here there is none of the beauty and senti- 
ment which charm in many lowly subjects, only an incident so sorry 
and humble that the pathos of it merges into the humorous, “ The 
Last Lot”—the very last—a poor old grey Dobbin that had 
been passed by, despised and rejected by all the many pur- 
chasers of the horse-fair, has at last found an owner, 
and is being led past the booths and caravans which skirt the fair 
towards the newhome. Alas! he might have hoped for another last 
and common lot that would, perchance, have given him the honour of 
furnishing forth a hippophagic feast, For, surely, he is nearly 
if not quite, past work. That halting pause, that low-bowed head 
and labouring nostril, and the general configuration of the poor beast 
prove that he is the subject of many of the worst ills that horse- 
flesh is heir to, And the owner—what must his “lot” be in other 
respects to have been able to make no better bargain. That poorold 
“son of the soil” seems as badly used and sadly worn as his pur- 
chase, What a satire on pictures of bucolic felicity in general ! 
What a moral for those who preach on agrarian happiness and dis- 
course on the thriving condition of the agricultural interest ! 


MUSIC, 

Mr. Hesry Leste has begun his thirteenth season of choral con- 
certs, the first of which took place, at St. James's Hall, on Thursday 
evening, the 6th inst, For several years Mr. Leslie has gradually 
extended his views, and has at length adopted a plaza which will 
make his concerts of a grander character than those of any previous 
season, His choir is greatly augmented in numbers and strength ; 
he has provided an instrumental orchestra, sixty strong, and com- 
posed entirely of the moet eminent performers on evéry instrument ; 
and the music selec'ed for performance will be taken from the works 
of the great masters, including compositions of much interest, many 
of which are comparatively unknown. In his prospectus of the 
series Mr, Leslie informs us that the fallowing works among others, or 
selections from them, will be performed in the course of the season :— 
Beethoven’s Maes in C, Mendelssohn’s music to the “ Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,” Handel's sacred and secular works, Mozart's “ Ves- 
pere de Dominica,” Cherubini’s “Inclina Domine,” Beethoven's 
choral fantasia, Mendelasohn’s music to “ Antigone” and 
“ CEdipus,” Gounod’s “ Messe Solennelle,” Schubert's Mass in E flat, 
Beethoven's “ Ruins of Athens,” and Mendelssohn's “ Reformation”’ 
symphony. The programmes, moreover, will include select 
madrigals, part-songs, glees, and unaccompanied choral and part- music 
of the English and foreign schools, We are further informed that 
the scheme of the present season includes eight weekly subecription 
concerts, besides an extra performance on March 26, at which several 
works of special magnitude and interest will be brought forward, 

The programme of Mr. Leslie’s first concert was marked by the 
revival, after eighteen years, of Mendelesohn’s music to “ Cidipus 
Coloneus.” It will be remembered that this music, together with 
that of “ Antigone,” was written in compliance with the wish of the 
late King of Prussia, and was first performed on the stage at Berlin 
in 1845. It consists chiefly of choruses for male voices, magnificent 
compositions, which were sung by Mr. Leslie's choir with immense 
power and effect, The programme further comprised Weber's 
Concert-Sttick, Beethoven’s choral fantasia, Gltick’s grand chorus 
from “Elena e Paride,’ Handel’s “Haste thee, nymph,” and 
Rossini’s overture to “Guillaume Tell.” The two pianoforte pieces 
were to have been played by Mdme. Arabella Goddard ; but, in con- 
sequence of her continued indisposition, her place was most efficiently 
supplied by M. Pauer. 

At the Crystal Palace Concert on Saturday last great interest 
was excited by the début of Mdlle. Sophia Vinta, an English lady 
with an Italian name. She is Miss Winterbottom, the daughter of 
our eminent orchestral performer. She sang “ Hear ye, Israel,” 
from Mendelasohn’s “ Elijah,” and “Sombre Forét,” from Rossini’s 
“Guillaume Tell.” She has a powerful and beautiful voice, and, 
notwithstanding her nervous agitation, produced a great effect on 
the audience, The now famous “ Reformation” symphony of 
Mendelssohn was again given; and Mdme. Schumann achieved 
another triumph in the performance of her late husband's concerto 
in A major. 

Mr. John Francis Barnett gave his annual concert, at St. James's 
Hall, on Tuesday evening last. It was eminently successful, having 
derived special interest from two circumstances—the first production 
in the metropolis of Mr. Barnett’s cantata, “The Ancient Mariner ;” 
and the début before an English audience of his two nieces (the 
daughters of one of our most eminent composers, Mr. John Barnett, 
the author of “The Mountain Sylph”), who have been studying in 
Italy and have lately made their appearance as the Sisters Doria. 
“The Ancient Mariner,” we need scarcely tell our musical readers, 
was composed for, and first performed at, the Birmingham Musical 
Festival of last year, and we may add that the judgment of this pro- 
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vincial public has been fully confirmed by its metropolitan success, 
for it was received on Tuesday with warm and unanimous applause. 
The Sisters Doria (the Misses Barnett) are charming singers, highly 
gifted both by nature and art, and promise to be among the most 
accomplished singers of the day. Mr, Barnett’s cantata occupied the 
first part of the concert. In the second part he showed himself a 
first-rate pianist by his masterly performance of Mendelssohn's 
concerto in G minor; and the entertainment was altogether of 
distinguished excellence, 

Mdme, Sainton-Dolby’s concert, on Wednesday week, was a most 
attractive and euccessful entertainment, She sang several new songs 
by Virginia Gabriel and “Claribel” and two charming compositions 
of her own, which were received with enthusiasm, M. Sainton pro- 
duced a great effect by | nerpeee a a piece 7 Mardini, a great but 
forgotten violinist of the last century. Miss Madeline Schiller dis- 
played her powers to great advantage in two beautiful pianoforte 
solos ; and Mdlle, Liebhart, Mr. Patey, Mdme. Patey-Whytock, and 
Mr. Cobham gave additional variety and interest to the concert. 

Herr Willem Coenen’s “ Pianoforte Recital,” given by him at 
No. 45, in Phillimore-gardens, on Tuesday, the 4th of this month, 
attracted an ery | assemblage of fashionable company. His 

rogramme included Beethoven's celebrated “ Moonlight Sonata,” 
Bhopin's scherzo, op. 31; several solo pieces of Mendelssohn, 
Schumann, and Cvenen himself, all of which were played with a 
power of execution, finish, and expression, which called forth the 
enthusiastic acclamations of the audience, Herr Coenen has 
announced a grand morning concert at the Hanover-square Rooms 
on the 20th of this month, when he will be assisted by Mdme. 
Verhulst, prima donna of the Royal Opera, Brussels (her first 
appearance in England), Mdlle, Leibhart, Herr Wiener (violin), and 
M. Paque (violoncello). 

Mies Madeline Schiller has commenced a series of pianoforte 
recitals at the Beethoven Rooms, in Harley-street, The first took 
place on Tuesday week. Miss Schiller’s performances consisted 
of Beethoven’s sonata in C major, dedicated to Count Waldstein, 
one of the grandest and most beautiful of his works ; Weber's grand 

lonaise and Mendelssohn’s capriccio, both in the key of E; 

halberg’s grand tarantelle, op, 65; Weber’s grand sonata in O, 
op. 24; two brilliant pieces of Chopin, and a transcription of 
Mendelssohn's “ Mi’summer Night's Dream.”’ This selection afforded 
room for every variety of style; and in every style the fair pianist 
displayed the powers of an artist of the highest order. veral 
pleasing vocal pieces were sung by Mr. Frank Elmore, The room 
was crowded to the door with a fashionable audience, 

Mr, John Cheshire, the well-known performer on the harp, gave 
a concert, on Thursday evening, last week, at the Westbourne Hall, 
Bayswater. Mr. Cheshire was well supported by vocal and instru- 
mental talent. The singers were Miss Rose Hersée, Miss Fanny 
Poole, Mdme. Laura Baxter, Mr, Frank Elmore, and Mr. Chaplin 
Henry; the instrumentalists were Miss Kathleen Ryan, Mr. J. B. 
Chatterton, and Mr, Cheshire, There was a crowded audience, and 
the various performances were warmly applauded. 

The renowned violinist Joachim is to make his first appearance 
this season, at the next Monday Popular Concert, on Monday, the 
17th inst. The whole programme of that concert will consist of 
Beethoven's music. Joachim will lead the Rasovmoffsky quartet 
in E minor, and will play (with Arabella Goddard and Piatti) the 
pianoforte trio in E flat. 

Malle. Anna Reiss, a young singer of extraordinary promise, has 
made her début, at Mannheim, as Margaret, in od's 
“ Faust,” with brilliant success. The yome artist’s father is the 
Burgomaster of Mannheim; and all the auth: rities of the town, 
civil and military, were present. 

A mural tablet to the memory of the late Sir George Smart has 
been erected in St. Giles's Church, It bears the following in- 
scription :—In memory of Sir George Thomas Smart, organist and 
composer, of her Majesty’s Chapels rr born May 10, 1776; 
died Feb, 23, 1867, aged pe a ‘ There remaineth, therefore, 
a rest for the people of God.’—Heb. iv. 9.” 

A committee, of which Prince Poniatowski is chairman, has been 
formed at Florence for the purpose of raising a monument to the 
memory of the celebrated composer Pacini, The Prince has 
completed an opera, which is to be produced at Paris in the course 
of the ensuing spring. 

M. Hector Berlioz, writing to a friend at Paris from Moscow, thus 
describes his reception at the ancient capital of Russia :—* The 
Society of the Conservatory found that any one of the regular 
concert-rooms would be too small, so they selected the large riding- 
school, There were 500 of us executants, and, according to the re- 
turns furnished by the police, 12,600 spectators, I will not attempt 
to describe the success achieved by my ‘Féte et Capulets’ (from 
the ‘Romeo and Juliet Symphony ’), and the ‘ Offertorium’ from my 
‘Requiem,’ The audience called me on four times. Then came the 
band and the chorus with their ovations, so that at last I did not 
know where to hide myself. The day after to-morrow there is to be 
a grand banquet in my honour at the Nobility’s Club, when all 
Moscow will present, I then return to St. Petersburg, where I 
have still two concerts to give.” 


THE THEATRES, 


We have little to record this week, the theatres having made up 
their accounts for the close of the Christmas entertainments, and 
supplied what may be needed for the weeks preceding Easter, with 
some few exceptions, which will call for notice during the next 
week or so, With one theatre the season closed with the pantomime. 
We allude to Astley’s, where Miss Adah Isaacs Menken brought her 
engagement to an end by the performance of Mathilde de Marie, 
in “The French Spy.” It is a part which she plays well, 
consisting as it does in a great measure of pantomimic action, as a 
dumb Arab boy, in which business Miss Menken is anexpert. At 
the opening of the drama her appearance as a gaily-dressed lancer, 
surrounded with all “the pride, pomp, and circumstance of glorious 
war,” was very striking ; and at the close, when resuming her female 
costume, she certaialy looked brilliant in an Eastern dress, which was 
the perfection of taste, The theatre is now to be let, and, consider- 
ing the magnificence of the interior, it is a pity that it should remain 
unoccupied, 

“The Octoroon” and “ Arrah-na-Pogue” are now acted together 
at the Princess's—a combination likely to prove attractive. 

“ Flying Scud” contioues to be played at the Holborn. 

At the Surrey a new drama, in two acts, by Mr. T. J, Williams, 
entitled “The Peepshow Man,” was produced on Monday, in which 
Mr, Shepherd sustained the part of the hero, Jack Trudget, mate of 
the Matchless Margaret, and alsothe showman of the title, a cha- 
racter which he has assumed, in order to enable him to discover 
the whereabouts of Mary Mayland (Miss Pauncefort), the heiress 
to a fortune left by his captain. He is waylaid by ruffians in the 
employ of Mr, Goodwin Sands (Mr. E. F, Edgar), but escapes their 
machinations, At last he finds Mary, and is accepted as her 
husband, There are a number of minor incidents and characters 
which serve the purpose of variety. Mr. Vollaire and Mr, E. Terry, 
as a sharp attorney and a tavern waiter, have room to show their 
humour and eccentricity. Justice has been done to the drama in 
the way of scenery ; and Mr, Shepherd realises the part of the sailor 
with his usual ability.

CHANGES IN PARLIAMENT, 


THE personal vicissitudes of the present Parliament have been 
numerous, considering that it is only entering on the second period of 
its natural, or rather legal life, a period, however, to which it is not 
in the least likely to attain. The mutations in the House of Lords 
even during the last year have been noteworthy. In 1867 twenty- 
one members of the ome have been removed by death, Taking 
them in the order at once of rank and age, it may be stated that the 
Duke of Northumberland, formerly Earl of Beverley, and who but a 
short time ago succeeded his cousin, the fourth Duke, died at the 
ripe age of eighty-nine, leaving the title to his son, long known in 
the House of Commons as Lord Lovaine, and of late by the 
chivalrous designation of Earl Percy. The Marquis of Exeter has 
also died, in his seventy-third year, The Earl of Mayo, an 
Irish representative peer, has died, at the age of seventy, 
and been succeeded by Lord Naas, M.P. for Cockermouth 
and for Ireland, his accession to the title making no change 
in his status, either officially or as a member of the Lower House. 
The Earl of Moray, a Scotch Earl, but a Baron of the United 
Kingdom, also seventy years old ; the Earl of Rosse, famous as an 
astronomer, and known popularly best by the possession of the 
largest telescope in the world, aged sixty-seven; the Earl of 
Camperdown, formerly Lord Duncan, M.P. for Bath and Forfarshire 
(fifty-four) ; the Earl of Pomfret, at the comparatively early age of 
forty-two; and Earl Brownlow, a youth of twenty-four, have de- 
arted this life. Two bishoprics, those of Lichfield and Rochester, 
ave become vacast by the deaths of Dr. Lonsdale (seventy-nine) 
and Dr. Wigram (sixt;-nine), and have been filled up by the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Selwyn (Bishop of New Zealand) and Dr, Claughton 
respectively. Amongst the Barons there have disap Lord 
Fitzhardinge (seventy-nine), long known in public life as Admiral 
Berkeley; Lord Kingsdown (seventy-three), a great lawyer, who 
declined the highest professional rank—which was more than once 
almost thrust upon him—and whe laboured, judicially, in the public 
eervice for many years with the greatest advantage to the country ; 
Lord Aveland (seventy-two), formerly Sir Gilbert Heathcote, an 
M.P, for Rutlandshire; Lord Colchester (sixty-nine), whose title 
was derived from the services of a Speaker of the House of 
Commons—who was a naval officer, but a working Civil Service 
official, having been Postmaster-General in Lord Derby’s first, 
and Vice-President of the Board of Trade in that noble 
Lord’s second Government ; Lord Feversham (sixty-nine), who was 
the titled head of the great Yorkshire family of Duncombe; Lord 
Wrottesley (sixty-nine), a man pre-eminent in the ecientific world ; 
Lord Gray of Gray (sixty-eight) and Lord Polwarth (sixty-six), both 
Scotch representatives ; and, last, though not Jeast in the public know- 
ledge, Lord Llanover (sixty-four), who, as Sir Benjamin Hall, was so 
long member for Marylebone, and in acertain way a personage in the 
Liberal party. Of these peerages, the Earldom of Pomfret and the 
Baronies of Kingsdown and Llanover have become extinct, The 
roll of the Peerage, however, has been practically only diminished by 
one, because of the elevation of Lord Cairns and the promotion of Mr, 
Duncan M‘Neill, Lord President of the Court of Session in Scotland, 
to the Barony of Colonsay; and who has brought about a long, 
theoretically, desired object—the addition of a Scotch lawyer to the 
judicial strength of the House of Lords in Appeals, The representative 
rage has been rehabiliated by the election of the Harl of 
uderdale and Lord Elphinstone in Scotland, and the Earl of 
Annesley in Ireland. These annals of the Peerage may be con- 
cluded by a statement that in the present year six hitherto minors 
will be entitled to take their seats in the House of Lords on their 
coming of a viz., the Dake of Norfolk, tlie Marquis of Bute, the 
Marquis of Huntley, the Earl of Ellesmere, Earl Ferrers, and the 
Earl of Ilchester, 

Since the general election of 1865 there have been personal 
changes in the House of Commons which, in one way or the other, 
have made variations in the tenure of seats to the extent of sixty- 
two, Taking the alterations in alphabetical rather than in ch:ono- 
logical order, it will be found that the want of a seat ~ | Sir J. B. 
Karslake, on his appointment to the Solicitor-Generalship, was 
managed by the courteous retirement of Mr, William Humphrey 
from the representation of Andover. In the course of last Session 
Mr. Scholefield, who had sat for Birmingham since 1847, died, and 
was replaced by Mr, Dixon; at Boston Mr. Parry was reinstated in 
the seat of Mr. Staniland, he having retired. Mr. Wickham, 
member for Bradford since 1852, died, and Mr. Thompson, a local 
magnate, succeeded him; a vacancy created at Colchester by 
the resignation of Mr. Taverner Miller was supplied by Mr. 
Edward Karslake, Q.C., brother to the Solicitor-General; the 
county of Cork, in the place of Mr. Smith Barry, deceased, returned 
Mr. G. R. Barry; while a void caused at Coventry by the death 
of Mr, Treherne was filled up by Mr. Henry Jackson, son of Mr, 
William Jackson, one of the members for Derbyshire ; and the retire- 
ment of Mr. Ker from Downpatrick gave admission to Mr, Keown in 
his stead. The University of Dublin has had no less than three new 
members in less than two years, owing to the rapid promotion of 
Tory Irish law officers. Firstly, the appointment of Mr. Whiteside 
to the Chief Justiceship of Ireland caused Mr, Walsh, the 
then Attorney - General, to become the University member; 
and that gentleman having passed to the Mastership of the 
Rolls, he was doubly succeeded as Attorney-General and 
M.P. for the University by Mr. Chatterton, who, after a short 
career, subsided into a Vice-Chancellorship, and left both posts 
to Mr. Warren, also a double successor, The rapid transformations 
undergone by Mr. Michael Morris from a Liberal member into a 
Tory Solicitor and Attorney General for Ireland, and then into a 
Judge of the Irish Common Pleas, caused a vacancy in the 
borough of Galway, and his place there was filled by his 
brother, Mr. George Morris ; Mr, Stearne Ball Miller's promotion 
to an Irish Judgeship in Bankruptcy restored Mr. Vance to the 
House as member for Armagh; and Mr, George, vacating Wex- 
ford county, for the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Arthur Kavanagh; while Galway county became 
vacant by the premature death of Lord Dunkellin, just as he 
had made his mark in the House. He was succeeded by his younger 
brother, Viscount Canning Burke, now the heir to the Marquisate of 
Clanricarde. Another legal promotion amongst the Conservatives— 
that of Sir John Rolt to the Lord Justiceship of Appeal in 
Chancery—gave West Gloucestershire a new member in Colonel 
Edward Somerset ; and a fine old member, one of the ancient schvol, 
Mr, C. W. Packe, having died, Mr. T, Paget was returned for South 
Leicestershire in his room, It has been allowed to Manchester to 
make such amende as it could for its rejection, some years 
ago, of Mr. John Bright by returning, after a severe 
contest, his brother, Mr. Jacob of that name, when the 
death of Mr, Edward James, Q.C., caused a vacancy; while the 
county of Middlesex, on the decease of Mr. Culling-Hanbury, chose 
Mr. Labouchere, who lost a seat he acquired for Windsor at the 
general election, on petition, .The death of Lord Aveland removed 
the Hon. Gilbert Heathcote from the representation of Rutlandshire, 
and Mr. Finch, one of an aristocratic county family, succeeded. In 
North Northamptonshire the accession of Lord Burghley to the Mar- 
quisate of Exeter left a seat open to Mr. Sackville Stopford; and in 
South Salop Viscount Newport, eldest son of the Earl of 
Bradford, has replaced the Hon. A. W. Cust, now Earl Brownlow. 
The resignation—somewhat sudden, apparently—by Mr. Poulett 
Scrope of the seat for Stroud, which he has held since 1833, made 
way for a new aspirant to Parliamentary honours in the person of 
Mr, Winterbotham, In East Suffolk, Sir Edward Kerrison (who had 
only sat for that division of the county since the autumn of 1866) 
having resigned, Mr, Corrance was elected in his place. A well- 
known (in a social sense) member of the House, Sir David Dundas, 
owing to failure of health, having retired from a seat in which, with- 
out offence, it may be said he has more than once been a “ warming- 
pan,” Sutherlandshire returned to its ducal allegiance by the election 
of Lord Ronald Leveson Gower, brother of his Grace of Sutherland, 
The unexpected departure of a gentleman who was active and pro- 
minent for a néw member, Captain Gridley, made a vacancy for 
Weymouth, which was filled by Mr. Henry Edwards; and oy a 
“fluke,” the Lord Advocate for Scotland (Mr. Gordon), who had 
been floating about that purgatory which consists in the absence of | 
a first law officer from the House, got in for Thetford, by the | 
resignation of Mr. A. H. Baring, ostensibly because he was dis- 








gusted with a Ministry on which he was, by this very act, conferring 
a great obligation. 

In the North Riding of Yorkshire the Hon. Octavius Duncombe 
sits in the place of his brother William, now Lord Feversham ; and 
in Westmorland there is a change of representation, though not in 
name, for Mr, William Lowther succeeds his uncle the Hon. Colonel 
Henry Lowther. The decease o/ this latter gentleman canses 
another special vacancy, that of what is called “ Father of the 
House,” to which he succeeded on the death of Lord Palmerston. The 
pa of this quasi distinction is only length of sitting, and Colonel 

owther had been uninterruptedly a member, and for the same place, 
since 1812. This titular distinction now falls to Lord Hotham, M.P. 
for the East Riding of Yorkshire, who first sat in the House in the year 
1820, The death of Mr. Mackie rendered the seat for Ki: kcudbright- 
shire vacant, and Mr. W. H. Maxwell has been elected in his place. 
So equally has electoral fortune been balanced, at least during the 

ast year, that there has been a gain of one member only to the 

iberal party. Four elections are pending or imminent. The eleva- 
tion of Sir Charles Selwyn to the Lord Justiceship of Appeal leaves 
Cambridge University vacant, while Mr. Brett’s accession to the 
Solicitor-Generalship puts him technicaly out of his seat at Helston ; 
and the resignations of Sir Morton Peto and Mr. Finlay for Bristol 
and Argyleshire respectively necessitate the choice of new 
representatives, 


MUSICAL PUBLICATIONS. 


Songs and Poems of Herrick, Ben Jonson, and Sedley, set. to 
music by J. L, Hatton. Published by Messrs, Brewer and Co, This 
elegant volume is worthy of the admirable musician to whom we 
owe it. Mr, J. L. Hatton is one of the most excellent of our 
English vocal composers, of this or any former period. We do not 
hesitate to place him on a level even with Purcell, Arne, or Bishop. 
He is thoroughly conversant with every school, every style of music ; 
and yet he has formed a clear and strongly-marked style of his own. 
He hag drank of “ the well of English undefiled,” drawing from it 
those pure waters of meledy which, by their freshness and sweet- 
ness, will always be delightful to the taste of his countrymen, In 
short, Hatton rivals the composers we have named in their 
nationality ; and, in every other, actually excels them, The contents 
of the volume before us are a selection from the song-writers 
of the seventeenth century, a period which is admitted 
to have been the golden age of English lyrical poetry. The songs 
ow twenty in name} are taken chifly from the works of 

errick : those from Ben Jonson and Sedley include some of their 
most celebrated productions. They are all, without exception, 
charmingly treated by the composer, being (as we have already said) 
especially remarkable for the nationality of their character. “There 
is one of them (Herrick’s strange, wild piece of diablerie, “ The 
Hag’”’) which we would specify as a most masterly specimen of the 
art of writing on a “ground-bass’—a form of construction now 
obsolete, but in great use among the ancient English composers. 
Our only remark of a critical kind will be an expression of regret 
that the collection is so small, So abundant are the materials, that 
the composer might have doubled or trebled its number; and this, 
we hope, he will still be tempted to do. 

We have received three new vocal compositions from the elegant 
pen of Miss Elizabeth Philp—a lady with whose talents and acquire- 
ments the readers of this Journal, and indeed the public generally, 
are well acquainted. ‘The songs now before us (published by 
Messrs, Boosey and Co.) are J love him more than I can say, written 
by Emily Bond ; ’7is Wine, a bacchanalian cong, written by M. J. 
Riddell ; and Break, heart, thy love can ne'er return, written by Charles 
Lamb Kenney. Of the first of these, the subject is explained in the 
following interesting note:—“These verses were suggested by a 
passage occurring at page 227 of ‘The Early Yeara of the Prince 
Consort,’ in a letter writtea by the Queen to her uncle the King of 
the Belgians, dated from Windsor Castle, Oct. 16, 1839. In this 
letter the Queen informs her ‘ dearest uncle’ of her engagement to 
Prince Albert, ‘I think,’ she writes, ‘that I have the prospect 
of very great happiness before me, I love him more than I 
can say.’ In tribute to an affection which has now become 
a sacred memory in every English home, this song is in- 
scribed by Elizabeth Philp.” The words of this song are asimple 
and natural expression of the thought so touchingly conveyed in the 
foregoing passage, and the music is precisely what might be ex- 
pected from a composer of taste and feeling. The second of these 
pieces is entitled “a bacclianalian song,” and deserves its title. The 
joys of wine are not an ordinary subject of alyric from a female 
pen; but this song, both werds and music, isa genuine anacreontic, 
full of strength and vigour. The spirit-stirring exclamation, “’Tis 
wine, ’tis wine, ’tis wine!" which finishes every stanza, is truly 
admirable. The third song, “Break, heart, thy love can ne'er 
return,” is less remarkable than either of the others; but its grace 
and refinement, and its tone of tender melancholy, will always re- 
commend it to the loversof the most delicate beauties of melody and 
expression. 

Three of the most attractive songs in Mr. Arthur Sullivan's 
new and successful opera, “‘The Contrabandista,” have been pub- 
lished by Messrs. Boosey and Co. They are the airs, Only the

night winds sigh alone, My love, we'll meet again, and 
Awake, gentle maiden. We need not describe these pieces, for 
they and the opera to which they belong have already acquired 


much popularity, and by this time, doubtless, are generally known 
to our musical readers, This little work, indeed, has been a great 
acquisition to the theatre at which it hasbeen produced ; and, more- 
over, its great and deserved success has laid the probable foundation 
for the composer’s high reputation as a dramatic mu-ician ; for, 
through he has essayed various branches of its art, it is chiefly as a 
writer for the stage that his genius has hitherto manifested iteeli. 
There are rumours abroad of a new scheme being on foot for the 
establishment of a natioval English Opera. How far it promises to 
be successful we are not 'n a condition to say; but, notwithstanding 
its failures hitherto, we believe the plan to be quite practicable, and 
shall be very glad to hear of its being once more attempted with 
adequate judgment and energy. 


THE CLOISTER IN NEW PALACE-YARD. 


THE completion of New Palace-yard, by the handsome iron railing, 
with stone piers and gates, erected along its north and west sides, 
from the Clock Tower to the corner of Bridge-street and Parliament- 
street, and thence, at a right angle, to the law courts opposite King 
Henry VIL.’s chapel, is a very great improvement to the city of 
Westminster, The architect is Mr. E. M, Barry, A.R.A. The effect 
is much enbanced by the paving and opening of St. Margaret’s- 
churchyard, and of the adjaeent inclosure, with the spacious road 
now made from Broadway to New Palace-yard, The statue of Sir 
Robert Peel, by Baron Marochetti, is placed in the centre of the western 
railing of New Palace-yard; and that of Lord Palmerston, by Mr. 
Woolner, will stand at the north-west corner, opposite to Parliament- 
street and Great Geurge-street, The railing is of wrought iron, 
manufactured by Messrs. Hardman, in bays 17 ft. long, between 
piers of Portland stone, upon each of which is a globular lamp on a 
wrought-iron standard. At the gates and angles the piers are sur- 
mounted by clusters of lamps. Each bay is subdivided into three 
compartments by groups of standard bars, arranged on a plan in the 
form of across. ‘he ornamentation of the upper part is composed 
of the Tudor rose, and the lower portion displays the portculli< of 
Westminster. The tops of the railing and lamps are gilt. The 
surface of New Palace-yard has been levelled. 

On the east side of New Palace-yard, as our readers know, extends, 
from the Clock Tower, that portion of the buildings of the Palace 
of Westminster which forms the official residence of the Speaker of 
the House of Commons. A projecting cloister has been built along 
the front of this portion of the palace, which gives a covered access 
for foot passengers from Westminster Bridge to the Commons’ 
private entrance and to Westminster Hall. A flight of steps leads 


| to the bridge at the foot of the Clock Tower. It is intended to carry 


on the cloister by means of a tunnel or subway under Bridge-street 
tothe Thames Embankment and the underground station of the 


| Metropolitan District Railway, on the north side of Bridge-street,

When this subway is completed, members of Parliament and | 
others coming by the railway and the embankment will be | 
able to enter the Palace by means of a covered way extendin 
the whole distance, and almost on a level.

The external design of the cloister is made to correspond with 
the existing archways and buttresses to the members’ private

Cer- 
tainly the artist has long well 
deserved the distinction the Aca- 
my Ay togive. As an engraver 
in modern mixed style, par- 
ticularly of the works of his 
brother Sir Edwin, Mr. Thomas 
Landseer is deservedly held in high 
estimation, and, indeed, has been 
almost without a rival, except 
Mr, Cousins, who, however, wor 
in the different style of mezzo- 
tinto. Mr. T. Landseer was born 
in London, in 1800. Although the 
eldest of the three brothers, there 
is, we believe, little more than a 
ear of difference respectively 
between the ages of Mr, 
Thomas, Mr. Charles, and Sir 
Edwin. The father, Mr. John 
Landseer, who was distinguished 
as an antiquary as well as an 
Associate Engraver of the Royal 
Academy, and appears to have 
been a parent not less sensible 
than affectionate, destined all 
three of his sons to be painters, 
and, happily, a love of art mani- 
fested itself in each almost from 
infancy. Wisely, the father taught 
the boys from their earliest years 
to regard nature as their best, 
their almost sole master ; and it is 
said that this artist family 
rambled together over 9 part 
of the country sketching and 
studying from nature. Art-study 
of a more scholastic nature was 
not, however, denied to the sons ; 
and Haydon, the friend of the 
family, was the principal director 
of these studies. But the subject

He also 
etched, engraved, and scraped 
mezzotints extensively to illustrate 
serial and other works of natural 
history ; one‘set of illustrations of 
the carnivors won a high eulogium 
from Cuvier. Mr. Landseer’s 
works are so well known that it 
will suffice to name some of the 
principal. Among them, then,

These people have Indo-Caucasian features, with a 
dark complexion ; the hair, which is uatu:ally frizzly, is worn in a 
couronne or chignon. The women had garments of leather, orna- 
mented with cowrie shells; the men’s clothes wanted washing very 
much indeed.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

ProrgessoR TYNDALL, in his third lecture on the Discoveries of 
Faraday, given on Thursday, last week, resumed his illustrations of 
terrestrial magneto-electric induction, especially showing by experi- 
ments the effects of the motion of various bodies across the earth’s 
lines of magnetic force, by lifting a coil from the table and replacing 
it by the rotation of a — disk, &c,; and he then exhibited the ap- 
enews (consisting of the rectangle, commutator, &c.) by which 

araday gathered up the currents which were flowing in opposite 
directions, and thereby produced a continuous flow of electricity. 
This was further illustrated by Mr. Becker's inductometer. Dr. 
Tyndall then proceeded to consider the phenomena of the “extra 
current’ generated in the primary wire of a magnetic coil, which 
was discovered by Faraday, in consequence of a shock and spark 
observed by a young man named William Jenkin, and reported by 
him to Faraday. This current also is evoked at the moment of making 
and breaking the circuit. Dr. Tyndall showed how this “extra 
current” could be entrapped and its effects augmented, and he proved 
its powers by electrifying a large eel, and raising platinum wire 
to white heat and fusing it. The fluorescent character of the light 
of the spark of this current was exhibited by means of uranium 
glass. The concluding part of the lecture was devoted to an il'us- 
trated description and construction of the magneto-electric machine, 
and of the form of it employed in medical electricity or “ Faradiza- 
tion’ originally by Dr. Neef, of Frankfort, 

In his fourth lecture, given on Tuesday last, Professor Tyndall 
proceeded to describe and exhibit in action various magneto-electric 
machines, the construction of which had fully verified Faraday’s words 





written in i¥31:—*“I have rather been desirous of discovering new 
facts and new relations dependent on magneto-electric induction 
than of exalting the force of those already obtained, being assured 
that the latter would find their full development hereafter.’ Afcer 
alluding to the great use made of the induced electric currents in the 
medical coils, of which thousands are now used in hospitals, Dr. 
Tyndall referred to the first large machines made by Ruhmkon ff, of 
Paris, to the contact-breaker made by Ladd, and to the powerful 
machine of Ritchie, stating that from one of these machines con- 
nected with a Leyden jar 600 men could receive a powerful shock at 
one time and one man be stunned. Among other illustrative expe- 
riments, Dr. Tyndall explained the action of the small machine 
of this kind constantly employed in igniting the gas sunlights 
of the theatre. Proceeding to the magneto-electric machines 
unconnected with the voltaic battery, he described and 
illustrated the first machine so constructed, that by Saxton, and then 
pointed out the successive important improvements made by 
Siemens, Wilde, Ladd, and others, explaining the principles, and 
giving experimental illustrations of the enormous powers now 
evoked from the originally feeble induced secondary current in the 
forms of intense heat and brilliant light ; and he expressed his regret 
that he had been unable to avail himself of Mr, Wilde's offerto bring to 
the institution his magneto-electric machine, which weighed a ton, 
and required eight men to put the magnets in rotation, its effects 
being commensurate to the labour employed in its working. While 
commenting on the recent simultaneous efforts of Wheatstone and 





Siemens to exalt the effects of the magnetic-induced currents, 
Professor Tyndall quoted Sir William Thomson, who termed them 
“electricity let out at compound interest.” In conclusion, Dr, 
Tyndall exhibited some of the brilliant effects produced by sending 
the spark of a magneto-electric machine through tubes which had 
contained various gases and been afterwards exhausted, 

Profeszor Huxley, at the Friday evening meeting, on the 7th inst., 
ave a discourse on the Animals most nearly intermediate between 
irds and Reptiles, Commencing with remarks on the doctrine of 

evolution and its modifications, he proposed the consideration of the 
valid objection to that part of the doctrine as maintained by 
Darwin—namely, the existence of the broad lines of demarcation in 
the present groups of animals — insects, reptiles, birds, and 
mammals—which militate against the notion that they all proceed 
from one common stock, The reply to this objection, that the past 
condition of things greatly diffe: from the present, and that the 
intermediate classes had died out, Professor Huxley considered in- 
sufficient. To meet it fairly, he eaid, facts must be brought to test 
the objection. To do this he first, by reference to diagrams and 
bones before him, briefly showed the remarkable distinctions between 
birds and reptiles (such as the humming-bird and tortoise, the ostrich 
and the crocodile), especially dilating on the peculiar contrasts in 
their anatomical structure and their different modes of locomotion, 
all which show the existence of a broad gap between all living birds 
and reptiles, and fully justify the opponents of the evolution theory 
in asking, “ How is this gap to be bridged over?” This question, he 
said, can only be met by referring to the evidence of ancient geolo- 
gical times, supplied in the crust of the earth. Commencing with 
the tertiary or cainozoic strata, Professor Huxley said that no facts 
favouring the evolution doctrine could be obtained from them; the 
gap was as wide then as it is now ; but, descending into the secondary 
or mesozoic strata, we come upon the archsopteryx in the green- 
sand, an ancient bird, with a long tail, two toes on its han 

claw-bones free and separable, and a claw on its pinion—an anim 

in which one of the — characters which separate birds and 
reptiles had disappeared. In the mesozoic rocks are also found 
flying creatures, varying in size from a lark to an albatross, 
the pterodactyls which might tempt the evolutionists to eay, 
“ Here we have the connecting links;” but, as Professor Huxley 
showed, these creatures rather resembled bate, and their anatomical 
structure and mode of propulsion differed entirely from those of the 
bird. We must, then (he said), seek in an unlikely quarter, among 
the great saurians discovered by Mantel] in the Wealden formation, 





specimens of which have been reconstructed by Profeseor Phillips, 


at Oxford. Closely studying the iguanodon, Professor Huxley 
| pointed out, by reference to large diegrams, the existence of closer 
| anatomical resemblances between the extinct reptiles and birds than 

are found in any living reptiles, and e-pecially noticed the evidence 
for his supposition that a creature 30 ft. long probably walked on 
the toes of its two strong hind limbs, likea bird. In conclusion, he 
commented on the fossil footmarks of animals of various sizes with 
three toes, found in sandstone, especially in that of Connecticut, and 
expressed an opinion that they were traces left by ancient animals 
possessing a structure intermediate between that of birds and 
reptiles, The president, Sir Henry Holland, Bart., was in the chair, 
In the library was exhibited a new voltaic battery, by Dr. 
Warren De la Rue and Dr. Hugo Miiller, in which silver and zinc 
were employed, the electrolyte being a solid rod of chloride of silver 
surrounding the silver wire. Two elements decomposed water. 

Professor Roscoe's third lecture on the Non-Metallic Elements, on 
Saturday last, was devoted to the dynamics of chemistry. He began 
with experiments showing the great amount of heat evolved by 
chemical combination, such as the explosive combination of various 
gases with light and heat, the spontaneous combustion of finely- 
divided metals (iron and zinc) when poured out into the air, and 
water boiled by the heat given off from wetted unslacked lime. He 
then explained the mode by which this heat may be measured (as 
by the calorimeter of Favre and Silberman), and he proved also 
that when a chemical compound is decomposed the amount of heat 
taken up is equal to that given out at the combination of the ele- 
ments. He next described the method by which Dr. Joule dis- 
covered the “ mechanical equivalent of heat ;” and, as an example 
of calorific force, stated that the potential energy contained in 
1lb. of coal was sufficient to raise itself 2000 miles, Profcssor 
Roscoe showed that the old doctrine of latent heat would not answer 
the inquiry as to the source of this immense force ; and that its true 
explanation is that when bodies combine chemically the smallest 
particles of the substances are constantly in a state of vibration or 
atomic motion; that elementary bodies ress a greater degree of 
this motion than compound bodies; and that hence the difference 
between the amount of motion required for the exis‘ence of the 
elements and for that of the compound becomes visible in the form 
of heat. In conclusion, he read Graham’s hypothesis of the 
molecular mobility of gases, and his calculation of the rate of 
motion of the molecules, and explained why gases are expanded by 
heat and contracted by cold, and aleo the fact of Boyle’s law, that the 
volume any f occupies is inversely to the pressure, He then de- 
scribed the diffusion of gases, referring to Dibereiner’s discovery in 
1825, and to Graham’s law, announced in 1832, and stated that this 
law was found to correspond exactly with theory, These principles 
were illustrated by numerous experiments. 

The Rev. M. W. Mayow, on Friday next, the 21st inst., will give 
a discourse on Macbeth and Hamlet as the greatest works of 
Shakspeare.

THE DOWAGER LADY TORRINGTON.

Jytham, Berke, since 1818; r of Albury, Oxon, and 
Incumbent of South Hinkley, Oxon, since 1820, He was a magis- 
trate for Osfordshire.

Mr. Fydell married, secondly, Elizabeth (who died 
Jan. 16, 1862, daughter of Edward Brown, Esq., of Hamford and 
Horbling, by Sarah, his wife, daughter of Samuel Barker, Esq., of 
Lyndon, Rutlandshire. Mr. Fydell, had a brother, Thomas 
Fydell, Esq., M.P. for Boston, who died, unmarried, in 1814; and 
a sister, Elizabeth, who Cied seventy-one years ago, having 
married, in 1790 (she was his first wife), the Hon, and Rev. 
Charles Lindsay, D.D., afterwards Bishop of Kildare, son of James, 
fifth Earl of Balcarres.

Siz,—In reply to a letter appearing in your impression of the Ist inst., and 
signed H. Lloyd, inquiring why the order of merit given in the Chess Player's 
Magazine of October last has not been adhered to by the committee in their 
second award, I have to state that, subsequently to the first adjudication 
which gave the precedence to Mr. Bolt over Mr. Grimshaw, it was discovered 
that three out of the former oT set of six problems admitte. of 
sccond solutions, which reduced the number of his marks toa figure below 
that of hie competitor. Mr. Bolt, therefore, has not been “jumped over” 
by the committee either arbitrarily or “to appease the great outcry 
occasioned by their apparently one-sided award.” The words between 
inverted commas are quoted from Mr. Lloyd's letter, and they convey an im- 
putation which it behoves me to repel. There has been no one-sided award, 
and his letter is the first intimation I have received that there has been any 
outcry. Tue decision of the committee was arrived at, as your correspondent 
truly states, after “a long and careful deliberation,” impartially conducted, 
and has met with approbation from those most interested— the competitors 
in the tourney. I may state, in conclusion, that, if Mr. Lioyd, instead of 
theorising in a somewhat unfriendly spirit on the acts and motives of the 
committee, had applied to me, as secretary, for information I should have 
been happy to put him in possession of the facts.
